This is objectionable enough, but tts 
evident consequence will be that you will 
require all old as well as new employes to 
Join. This coercion, of old or new men w T e 
will not undertake- It would be most un¬ 
just to our present employe*, and un¬ 
wisely limit the choice of new men. 

The Board of Directors are clearly of 
the opinion that to entertain a proposition 
to agree to such terms as these would be 
to violate the duty which the board owes 
to the company and to the public. The 
safety' and convenience of the public ab¬ 
solutely require that the men who oper¬ 
ate our cars shall be employed and dis¬ 
charged solely with a view to their being 
able and willing to promptly ^nd efficient¬ 
ly perfomi their duties. 

The plain English of these demands is 
as follows: 

L We are not to be allowed to suspend 
or discharge any of our employes. 

2. You are to be allowed to discharge 
any of our employes you see fit. 

3. We must not have any employe not a 
member of your onion and subject to your 
absolute control.

First—That we shall agree that, when¬ 
ever one of our employes Is suspended or 
discharged for a violation of the rules of 
this company, or a failure on his part to 
perform his duties, such employe must be 
reinstated by us \t the union says so. 

Second—That we shall agree that, when¬ 
ever one of our employes is dismissed 
from or loses his membership in the un¬ 
ion. w© are to be required to discharge 
him from our service without regard to 
the fact that he has been a faithful and 
capable employe. 

Third—That we shall agree that every 
man wo hereafter employ must be re¬ 
quired to become a member of the union. 

The Board of Directors of this company 
cannot for a moment entertain the propo¬ 
sition that an employe who has violated

Mr. T. J. Mlnary. President Louisville 
Railway Company—Dear Sir: In reply to 
your communication of even date, Just 
received and contents noted.

Wants To Prevent Importation 
Adulterated Leather. 

London. March 9.—The Board of 
Trade has under consideration plans 
to prevent the importation of leather 
adulterated with glucose, a subject 
which was discussed at the conference 
pf the Royal Sanitary Institute at Bris¬ 
tol last July. The statement was made 
then that Great Britain Imported from 
America in 1905 leather so impreg¬ 
nated with r-psom salts and glucose 
that the country paid $420,000 for what 
cost $45,000 and that the public health 
suffered owing to the flimsy shoes pat 
on the market One course suggested 
is to impose a duty on the sugar used 
In treating the leather. This would not 
necessitate any legislation, as It would 
come under the act providing for the 
taxation of sugar and articles In the 
manufacture of which auger is used. 
A recent importation of alleged adul¬ 
terated leather was held for investiga¬ 
tion, but was released until the Board 
r»f Trade has decided how* to deal with 
the question.

Dowie, It is said, abandoned his orig¬ 
inal intention of going to London be¬ 
cause of his persecution In Chicago. On 
the theory that the place where he was 
not wanted was Just the place that 
needed him. he decided to stay. That 
and not the field of riches that was 
developing is given as the actuating 
motive. 

Persecution of the Zionists was not 
confined to Chicago. In MansfirId. O.. 
they were tarred and feathered and 
driven from the city. Dowie fpreed h s 
elders and deacons to return there 
time after time, but in the end he 
ordered them to evacuate * , Devllsflcld.*‘ 
At Hammond. Ind.. Dowie hlmsc f wai 
nearly mobbed, and several of the Zion 
Guard were woundel by flying mUailes. 
In Evanston, at a latter peri d, the lire 
hose was turned upon exhorters and 
exhorted In the effort to break up a 
mob that had gathered at an open 
meeting In the public square. 

Tho Christian Catholic church In 
Zion, the outgrowth of the original In- 
I tornatlonal Divine Healing Associa¬ 
tion, was formally organised February 
22 . 1896, Dowie becoming general over¬ 
seer. It was not until four years aft¬ 
erward. June -2. 1901. that Dowie. be¬ 
fore a largt? audience at the Auditori¬ 
um. announced that he was Elijah the 
Restorer, spoken of in M&Jachl. Tills 
assumption of a biblical personality 
created even more of a sensation than 
any of tho wordly successes of the 
“prophet.**

Catholic Church, in Zion. He was born 
in Edinburgh, May 25, 1847. Although 
he became a naturalized American citi¬ 
zen, he always was proud of the land 
of his birth, and his $50,000 summer 
home near Montague, Mich., where his 
retinue of servants awed the natives, 
bore the Scotch name of Ben Mac* 
Phul. This home recently was sold 
under the hammer. 

In 1860 Dowle’s parents removed to 
Adelaide, Australia, where for seven 
years the youth was a clerk in a busi¬ 
ness house. There, possibly, he de¬ 
veloped the commercial Instinct that 
served him well In later life. He saved 
enough money during this period to 
return to Edinburgh at the age of 
twenty and pursue a five-year course 
In theology and the arts. He became 
master of Greek and Hebrew, and cul¬ 
tivated a literary taste thnt in after 
years resulted in a library of 10,000 vol¬ 
umes, with which he was thoroughly 
familiar. 

• • ■ 

Faith-Healing Views. 


While studying for the ministry the 
young zealot developed hls faith-heal¬ 
ing theory. He made up hls mind from 
reading the Bible that Christ meant to 
cure the body &b well as the soul, and 
that prayer and the laying on of hands 
would do what was required. He was 
his own first patient. He fell ill of a 
stomach trouble, and the doctors gave 
him up. Then, he said, hm read b * 
Bible all one night and prayed 13 be 
cured, and he was cured. 

fn 1872 Dowie went back to Australia, 
and for six years was pastor of the 
Congregational church of Newtown, a 
suburb of Sydney. During hls pas¬ 
torate he had hls first conflict with the 
legal authorities, and made the ac¬ 
quaintance of jails. He served one 
term of five days and another of thlny 
days for holding temperance meetings 
on the street without the permission 
of the Mayor. 

Six years of denominational activity 
wearied Dowie, who longed for a wider 
field of operations. He forsook hls 
church, und in 1878 went to Melbourne, 
where he set up a Free Christian Tab¬ 
ernacle—the first of Its kind—and or¬ 
ganized a divine healing association, 
and gained fame by going out Into the 
country during the prevalence of the 
putrid fever and apparently ofteatlng 
many cures by prayer and the laying 
cn of hands. 

• • • 

Lands In America. 


After ten years In Melbourne Dowie 
decided to remove to England, vhere 
hls association had a number of 
branches, but the fates took him across 
the Pacific, and hls announced inten¬ 
tion of making Great Britain hls head¬ 
quarters was never carried out. Hls 
enemies declared hls real reason for 
leaving Australia was that he was 
driven out by the authorities, who ob¬ 
jected to hlF new doctrines. 

Dowie landed in Ban Francisco in

1888, without money. He needed $250 
and had Just told hia wife he had 
“asked God for It." he said, when a 
man he had not scon In months came 
along and put the money in his hand. 

That was the starting point of hls 
wonderful money-getting career in the 
western world. Two years of wander¬ 
ing along the California coast followed, 
and then, one day In 1890 Dr. Dowie, 
his wife, hls f*on. Alexander John Glad¬ 
stone Dowie. and his daughter.

Previous to this Dowie had marked 
out hls plans far Zion City, the crown¬ 
ing effort of hls life. In 1899 he began 
the purchase of land near Waukegan. 
Bio quietly and cleverly were the buy¬ 
ing operations carried on by his agents 
that options were secured on about 6.- 
500 acres without the identity of the 
purchaser or hls plans being discov¬ 
ered. 

The plans were made public January 
1 . 1900. and In July. 1991, the lets were 
selected A month later the first build¬ 
ing was erected, and in March, 1902, 
Dr. Dowie took up hls residence in 
Zion City, which, a year later, had a 
population of 5,000. 

In the city as well as the church, 
Dowie was supreme. The title of the 
6,500 acres, bought with the money of 
the sect, rested In him. Lots were 
teased, not sold, and probably no leases 
ever issued In any community com¬ 
pared with those given io the residents 
of Zion Running for 899 years, they 
were filled with restriction* like the 
following 

“The premises shall never be used for 
a slaughter-house, distillery, saloon or 
beer garden, tobacco store, opium lolnt. 
theater, g&mb'lrg establishment, dance 
hall, circus, pharmacy or drug store, 
office or residence of a practicing phy¬ 
sician or surgeon, place for selling pork 
or secret society meeting place.’* 

• • • 

Lace Factory Started. 

I*nce factories, were established ns the 
leading industry of Zion City. Expert 
workers were brought from England, 
and the plant began operations under 
the personal dir «ct.on of Kumuel Stev¬ 
enson. an English manufacturer, who 
had been converted to Zionism and 
married Dowle's sister. After Mrs. 
.Stevenson's death Dowie and his 
brother-in-law faJled to agree, and th • 
latter threatened a receivership. A set- j 
tlement was made with Stevenson, ; 
however, for about $lC0 ( <kO, and he re- { 
turned to England. 

A 1 rge candy factory, a box factoiy, 
a brickyard and various other indus¬ 
tries were established in Zion Pity In 
due time, and ever each Dowie r lgnol 
supreme. "John Alex. Dowie" was the 
name on every baggage wagon in tho 
streets and on the signs over the tank, 
the g : »1 store, the hotel and the 
admin' ration building. 

Although nock wus Issued to the 
amount of IP l.'Z’O for the evta Vltehount 
of the lace fnetcries, the stc» kholdera 
surrendered aH power of administra¬ 
tion to Dowie. The contract under 
which stock was sold i rivlde.1: 

“The shareholders shall have no 
right, without the express permission 
of John Alexander Dowie. to examine 
the books of the said Zion 1 jl*.c in- 
duMriea." 

On December 1. 1903, Zion Pity was 
placed under control of a federal re¬ 
ceivership. w hich was dissolved a w;ek 
later on Dowle's presentations of abil¬ 
ity to pay dollar for dollar of ail in¬ 
debtedness. A.t that time the head of 
Zionism estimated the value of hls 
holdings In the city at $25,COO,003.

TO OPEN APRIL 28 


JAMESTOWN EXPOSITION IN IN¬ 
COMPLETE STATE. 


COL. f. E. HOGE DISSATISFIED 
» WITH PROGRESS. 


STATE NEEDS MORE MONEY. 


Frankfort, Ky., March 9.—[Special.] 
—Col. C. E. Hoge. of this city, a mem¬ 
ber of the Kentucky Jamestown Com¬ 
mission, returne d to- day from Norfolk, 
where he went to superintend the let¬ 
ting of the contract for the Kentucky 
building at the exposition. The con¬ 
tract calls for the expenditure of about 
$7,000 on the replica of the Boonesboro 
fiorL 

Col. Hoge expresses himself as not at 
all pleased with the progress which is 
being made on the exposition buildings. 
He says that so little has been done 
that the formal opening of the exposi¬ 
tion on April 28 will bo almost an open 
Ing in name only, and that It would 
have seemed much wiser to have set 
the opwing of the exposition obout 
the Fourth of July. Owing to the Gov 
eminent contract by which Congress 
advanced one million dollars, no post¬ 
ponement of the opening date can be 
made now. 

Col. Hoge says that last week o se 
vere windstorm swept the exposition 
grounds and literally demolished two 
buildings. Workmen are being put on 
In rush gangs, however, and he has 
hopes that much will be accomplished 
within the next fifty days. 

Within that time also Kentucky will 
have to exert the most vigorous ef¬ 
forts to raise a sufficient sum to pro¬ 
vide her suitable representation, thinks 
CoL Hoge. By the closest calculation 
$10,000 more must be raised, and he 
urges that every Kentuckian come to 
the front when an Issue that means so 
much to the State Is at stake.

Greater Exposition Given the 
Finishing Touches. 


END IN SIGHT AFTER MANY 
WEEKS OF ENDEAVOR. 


SOMETHING ABOUT WHAT IS TO 
BE SEEN. 


EVERYTHING FOR EVERYBODY. 


In the great First Regiment Armory, 
where ten days ago resounded the mar¬ 
tial tramp of many feet until to-day was 
to be heard the tapping of hammers 
and the grating of saws—signs that 
the exposition "ox is being drawn from 
the ditch." Within ten days the prep¬ 
arations for the Greater Louisville Ex¬ 
position have been practically com¬ 
pleted, and. though there Is some rem¬ 
nant of work being done there on the 
Sabbath Day, it does not take the form 
of Sabbath/desecration, but It is a 
true sign of the earnest wish of Louis¬ 
ville manufacturers to bo prepared for 
the guests who will be here for the 
opening of the Greater Louisville Ex¬ 
position one week from to-morrow. 

For many weeks the many forces of 
the exposition have been at work. No 
business man in Louisville has been 
bo busy but that he has had time since 
November 21 lost, to do his share to¬ 
ward making the exposition an event 
worthy of the awakened Louisville. 
During that long period of strenuous 
effort, there has been no waning of en¬ 
thusiasm, no shirking of duty. Nearly 
MO Louisville men have snatched hours 
from their private concerns to devote to 
their efforts toward the merited ex¬ 
ploitation of their home city. With few 
exceptions, the manufacturers of Louis¬ 
ville have accorded the exposition their 
heartiest support. The few existing 
exceptions have never had, according 
to exposition workers, any reason for 
their nonsupport, or if they have had 
some reason, have never made it 
known. 

Out of the nearly 500 Invitations given 
at one time or another to Louisville 
men to take part In the exposition 
work, there are on file in exposition 
headquarters not above twenty declina¬ 
tions all told. Some of the work has 
been arduous in the extreme, and ex¬ 
position workers themselves agree that 
there have come up during the three 
months nearly finished, many sore dis¬ 
appointments.

“Many Men and Many Minds. 99 

Among 600 men many ideas are to be 
round, especially if the 500 devote a 
greater part of their time to thinking 
seriously and carefully of a given sub¬ 
ject. Many Ideas have been offered 
for the betterment of the Greater 
Louisville Exposition, some of them 
strange and Impracticable, others 
touching an Innocuous mediocrity. 
Ideas have been tried and abandoned, 
many have been accepted and made In¬ 
to facts, and with It all, it is a well- 
established fact that there has not 
been one moment of bitterness or bick¬ 
ering between the exposition workers, 
each and all being ready at the mo¬ 
ment to lay aside a pet scheme for the 
common good. This is the boast of the 
exposition workers. 

With such a unanimity ns this in 
force. It is not surprising, according to 
Louisville business men, that the 
Greater Louisville Exposition is now

this, they have begun the preparation 
for the handling of exposition traffic, 
a fact which emphasizes for the exposi¬ 
tion on out-of-town attendance never 
dreamed of by the exposition workers 
themselves. There have been received 
at exposition headquarters letters from 
passenger agents of ail railroads enter¬ 
ing Louisville, telling of what means of 
exploitation have been adopted by them 
looking to the awakening of great in¬ 
terest in the enterprise* 

Exhibitors have chosen space in 
the Exposition according to the dic¬ 
tates of their own Ideas os to location. 
There has been bait little attempt by 
any of the various branches of indus¬ 
try to classify themselves, yet at the 
gam'.* time a sort of natural tendency 
has brought into the same grand divi¬ 
sions of the main floor manufacturers 
engaged In somewhat similar lines. 

Louisville, as is well known, is un¬ 
usually well represented in the manu¬ 
facture of building materials. Sur¬ 
rounding the exhibits on mantels will 
be found close by the exhibits of build¬ 
ing tile, structural Iron, manufactured 
stone and lumber. Not far away In 
the same section will be seen a cast 
Iron pip* five to diameter and four¬ 
teen feet long, cast In Louisville, to the 
weight of 14.000 pounds. To give di¬ 
versity to the exhibits In this section, 
there will be found exhibits of shoes, 
and a display of chewing gum suffi¬ 
cient to supply every graded school 
in Louisville wllfa that fort)ldden deli¬ 
cacy. with enough t-o "go around" all 
the freshman classes In the high 
schools; also In Section A there will 
be shown certain processes by which 
footwear Is made ready for market.

The World of Leather. 


In Section B. Just across a ten-foot 
aisle from Section A, the gTeat tan¬ 
ning industry of Louisville is fully rep¬ 
resented. Harness leather, sole leath¬ 
er and other leathers will there be 
shown. It Is told with pride by the 
Exposition workers that two weeks 
ago. owing to the Illness of the former 
chief of the Department of Everything 
in Leather, there was not a single ex¬ 
hibit representing any' of the big 
leather industries in Louisville, wheth¬ 
er of tanning, harness making or shoe 
leather. Two weeks ago the 1U de¬ 
partment chief resigned. Then the de¬ 
partment was turned over as an al¬ 
most helpless coae to an Exposition 
worker thoroughly acquainted with 
every ramification of the leather indus¬ 
try. He took up the work as a for¬ 
lorn hope, and now' Section A and 
Section B, between them, represent 
every branch of the leather industry, 
to say nothing of the half dozen other 
exhibits of the same nature which hAve 
been scattered about throughout the 
building by this strenuous leather man. 
Section B is. however. a» much diversi¬ 
fied as any other. Machinery, chowing 
gum, cordages, together with stoves 
and ranges and wrought iron decora¬ 
tions, complete the score of Section B. 

Side by side In Seotlon C. the bot¬ 
tling equipment of a great brewery will 
be running In full swing, and a demon¬ 
stration of the product of a great organ 
factory will be made. A bakery and 
a distillery and a die manufacturer will 
help to beautify this section, while on 
another aisle Section O will show agri¬ 
cultural Implements ns made in Louis¬ 
ville and shipped to all points of the 
compass. Every manufacturer of farm 
Implements In Louisville ha« taken 
space In Section C. To show what 
gloss may be had from rnrnlsh and 
what color from paint, color demon¬ 
strations will be made in Section C by 
manufacturers of these necessaries.

Exposition workers 
themselves have been astonished by 
the resources of this city, which has 
heretofore been spoken of variously ns 
an "overgrown village.*’ or a "town of 
good fellows," or "a good place to Jive." 
It Is believed by some exposition 
workers that the latter expression 
grew' from the fact that Louisville has 
been found to be a “pretty good" place 
to "make a living." Among the manu¬ 
facturers of Louisville who are putting 
forth strenuous efforts to make a good 
showing In the exposition there arc 
w>me, as the slang phrase has it, who 
were from Missouri and had to "be 
shown." who for a long time 
could not make up their minds 
whether they wished to be iden¬ 
tified with the exposition or not. They 
waited and watched, getting much 
knowledge and losing much time, but. 
after the contractor had completed a 
part of his work In the Exposition 
building, these doubting Thomases. It 
Is said, crowded exposition headquar¬ 
ters. clamoring loudly for space, space 
which was not to be had and which 
they could have got a fortnight earlier 
with ease. 

There has been discovered, according 
to exposition workers, a strong tenden¬ 
cy to brotherhood amongst the manu¬ 
facturers of Louisville, for. after they 
had made up their minds to enter the 
exposition, there were many conces- 
idons to give and take ns to the height 
and colors of interior booth construc¬ 
tion. and many matters of a like na¬ 
ture, all of w'hirh have been settled be¬ 
tween exhibitors themselves, without

BRICK ONCE WAS SELECTED. 


Suit to set aside a will was filed in 
New Albany by Everett Childs, through 
his next friend. George Lively, against 
William H. Mitehem, administrator 
with the will annexed of Artie Stewart 
Childs, deceased. In the complaint it Is 
alleged that the testator died leaving 
the plaintiff as her sole heir. She had 
made a pretended will, the complaint 
avers, leaving all her proporty to Wil¬ 
liam H. Mltchem. Included in this was 
any Interest that might accrue to her 
from a life Insurance policy. The will 
was probated June 17, 1905, in the Floyd 
Circuit Court at New Albany, Mltchem 
having qualified as administrator with 
the will annexed. The complaint fur¬ 
ther avers that the will was unduly ex¬ 
ecuted and alleges that the decedent 
was under tho Influence of Mltchem 
and that the testament was prt>cured 
by fraud. It was therefore asked that 
it be set aside and declared invalid. 

George H. Hester, as attorney for 
Everett Childs by George Lively, his 
next friend, brought a suit in the same

Indianapolis, Ind., March 9.—[Spe¬ 
cial.]—Gov. Hanly vetoed the Farber 
Insurance Bill tills afternoon* and with¬ 
in an hour after he had sent hts objec¬ 
tions to the Senate, that body passed 
the bill over his veto by a vote of 38 to 
12 . 

Many of the Senators looked upon 
some parts of the veto as being designed 
to insult them, especially the declaration 
that they had enacted the law In the 
face of the result m the Btate when the 
Hanly administration was the Issue. In 
this statement the Governor asserted In 
another way that his administration 
was the whole thing, and but for lt the 
Republican Senator* might not have 
been returned. He also charged the 
Senators and Representatives with sub¬ 
servience to the very Interests against 
which the party was oprposed In the 
campaign. 

• • • 

Hit Auditor Hard. 

He hits the Auditor of Slate, who 
favored the bill, by declaring that ho 
attended meetings where pledge* were 
made and that he and candidates for 
the Legislature came to him and urged 
him to enter their districts and repeat 
these pledges to the people. The vote 
of 38 to 12. passing the bill over the 
Executive veto was taken wlthous dis¬ 
cussion and under the operation of the 
previous question.

The 
House had already taken similar ac¬ 
tion, but the Senate postponed tho mat¬ 
ter till Tuesday, and asked the Attor¬ 
ney General's opinion of the constitu¬ 
tionality of the bill if passed. 

Mr. Bingham sent his opinion to the 
Senate this afternoon. He said that he 
had no authority to pass on the merits 
or demerits of the claim Involved, be¬ 
cause that was a matter for the court* 
to decide. But the bill, he said, on the 
face of it. was constitutional. Further 
than that he would not say.

Railroad Bills Passed. 

Two important bills, prepared by th* 
State Railway Commission and intro¬ 
duced by Senator Crumpaoker, were 
passed In the House this afternoon, 
and are now ready for Gov. Hanly. One 
of the measures provides for a system 
of block signals for all the railroad* 
In the State. The systems must bo con¬ 
structed by July 1, 1909. The other bill 
requires the railroad companies to sub¬ 
mit their rules to the commission, and 
also to supply railway employes with 
printed rules. The commission will have 
the power to call yearly conferences 
with the division superintendents. 

The House to-day adopted Senator 
Kimbrough's concurrent resolution fa¬ 
voring th© popular election of United 
Suites Senators.

STATISTICS ARE INTERESTING. 


The population of Louisville, as shown 
by the directory for 1907, Just Issued 
by the Caron Directory Cbmpany, is 
249,638, which is an Increase, as com¬ 
pared with the statement in the 1906 
directory, of 8.968. The correct census 
report is a feature that the publishers 
of the directory are proud of. They as¬ 
sert that they make the most conserv¬ 
ative estimates as to population of any 
directory publish 'mg concern in the 
United States. The directory for 1907 
contains 2,156 pages, which is ICO pages 
more than were contained in the direc¬ 
tory of last year. 

The 1907 edition is the thirty-seventh 
annual volume issued by the Caron Di¬ 
rectory Company.

As 
an inducement to merchants of surround¬ 
ing States to visit Louisville, the associa¬ 
tion pays the railroad fare of all tnose 
visiting the city and who purchase their 
supplies from members of the association. 
During 1906 the association paid tho rail¬ 
road fare of 7.8CO people, arid the sale?

His Death In England Re¬ 
calls Stories of Dwarfs. 


ONE MARRIED COURT BEAUTY 
OF GEORGIAN PERIOD. 


KING CALLED HIM PERFECT 
MODEL OF ELEGANCE. 


SEQUEL OF AN EARTHQUAKE.

London. March 1.—"Field Marshal” 
Tom Thumb, whose real name was 
Richard Garneey. has died at Welling¬ 
ton. Somersetshire, at the very un- 
dwarfish age of seventy-three. As a 
matter of fact, however, dwarfs are un¬ 
usually endowed with good bodily and 
mental health, and In this respect are 
infinitely happier than giants. There 
Is a story of an Empress of Austria, 
who. to gratify her whim, had all the 
dwarfB and giants In the Empire 
brought to Vienna, where they were 
housed In one building.

Fifty years 
ago he gleaned a decent fortune In that 
field of showmanship which hi* prede¬ 
cessor. "Gen.” Tom Thumb, n.id ex¬ 
ploited so well under the tutelage of the 
great Bamuin. Of late years Mr. Gam- 
sev lived in ueaceful retirement and 
was often seen doing a little business 
In the local markets. At the last gen¬ 
eral election he recorded his vote by 
lining the seat of a chair as a desk on 
which to mark his voting paper. 

The most famous drawf who has 
flourished in these islands !s undoubt¬ 
edly Count Joseph Boruwlaakl, whose 
long life—be died at the age of ninety- 
eight years—Is another example of the 
longevity of his kind. Boruwlaski 
stood only 3 feet 3 inches in height. 
This did nbt prevent him from marry¬ 
ing a beautiful woman or from mixing 
In the best court society of the 
Georgian period. He was very amiably 
received £tt Carlton House by George 
IV. a few weeks before that monarch’s 
coronation. So struck was the King 
by this dwarfs physical grace and 
mental accomplishments that he re¬ 
marked to Charles Mathews, who had 
brought the little man: "If I had a 
dosen sons. I could not wish them a 
more perfect model of elegance than 
the Count." 

Boruwlaski's loqt days were spent In 
perfect retirement In the city of Dur¬ 
ham. He tells us that In spite of the 
theory that dwarfs grow all thetr life, 
he never added a quarter of an inch 
to his 3 feet 3 Inches. When a lady

QUAKE S STRANGE SEQUEL. 

Echo of Sau Francisco Disaster Re¬ 
ported In Italian Journals. 

fCorrespondence of the Courier-Journal.] 

Rome. March 1.—The earthquake at 
f^in Francisco has given rise to one of 
the strangest incidents ever recorded In 
criminal annals. According to details 
given In leading Italian Journals, the 
story is its follows: 

In 18*1 a party of young men came 
Into lawless conflict with several cara- 
blniers and police In the country outside 
Florence. Two of the latter were killed, 
and at the Florence Assize* several cf 
the men responsible were sentenced to 
penal servitude—one erf thorn, named 
Rlccoml 01into,«ln contumaciam, as he 
had fled the country. 

Nothing in tne way of a clew to hia 
place of reftigo,could be gleaned, and in 
time he was forgotten by the authori¬ 
ties By roundabout means, however, 
the fugitive seems to have succeeded in 
Jetting his family know that he had set¬ 
tled In San Francisco and was making 
a fortune. There was no regular cor¬ 
respondence, and. with characteristic 
secretiveness In such matters, the fam¬ 
ily kept their knowledge to themselves. 

The earthquake, however, changed 
the position, and actuated, no doubt, by 
motives of self-interest not wholly un¬ 
connected with the missing man’s prop¬ 
erty. his relatives openly set on foot 
inquiries as to his fate. 

Cariosity not unnaturally communi¬ 
cated Itself to the police, and they also 
lr*tltuted inquiries, which have for¬ 
mally established the fact that Olinto is 
really one of the wealthy men of San 
Francisco. His wealth, however, is not 
likely to save hlrn unless he can man¬ 
age once more to lose himself. The 
Italian Foreign Office is stated to have 
lodged a formal request for his arrest 
and extradition to undergo the sentence 
passed upon him In 1881.

BUILDING AT STANTON. 


Deposit of Clay and Limestone Suf¬ 
ficient To Last Many 
Years. 


Stanton, Ky., March §.—[Special.]— 
The Patrick Cement Company, with J. 
C. Patrick president and J. H. Norwood 
secretary, has executed a mortgage or 
deed of trust to the Metropolitan Trust 
and Savings Bank In Chicago upon an 
issue of gold bonds to the amount of 
*300,000 payable in thirty years. This 
amount Is to be used in erecting a plant 
for the manufacture of Portland ce. 
ment, near Stanton, on the L. and E. 
railroad, w*here they hav© a deposit 
of 18 feet cement clay with a sufficient 
quantity of superior limestone rock ad¬ 
jacent. Geologists say the supply is 
sufficient to run a plant of an out¬ 
put of 300 barrels a day for a num¬ 
ber of years.

BOOM IN TOBACCO 


DELIVERIES EXCEED ANY PRE¬ 
VIOUS YEAR. 


Many Independent Dealers Doing 
. Business In Owensboro— 
Prices Good. 


Owensboro. Ky., March 9.—[Special.] 
—Probably a larger per cerrt. of the 
total tobacco crop has been delivered In 
Owensboro than -was ever delivered at 
a corresponding date In any previous 
year. Only comparatively small quan¬ 
tities of tobacco are now In tho barns 
of the producers. 

Two elements have contributed to the 
early delivery of tobacco. In the first 
place, seasons during which tobacco 
could be properly handled have been 
frequent and growers *wero enabled to 
get thedr tobacco In shape for early de¬ 
livery. Another very potent factor has 
been the high prices. Usually a large 
per cent, of the growers hold their to¬ 
bacco. hoping for better prices, but now 
prices are generally satisfactory, and 
there has been no holding back of to¬ 
bacco. 

An Independent tobacco merchant, 
who Is In close touch with nearly all 
of the buyers, estimates that 22,200,000 
pounds of 190$ tobacco has been deliv¬ 
ered in Owensboro. His figures follow: 

American Tobacco Company, 5,000.000; 
Home Equity. 4.000,000: Louisville Equi¬ 
ty. 4.000.000; J. M. Vaughan. 2.500,000; 
Imperial Tobacco Company. 1,500,000; 
Gal la her Limited. $1,250,000; W. B. 
Whltely, 1.000.000; combined purchases 
of eight other dealers, 2,950.000. 

As a matter of course, a large part 
of the tobacco delivered was not grown 
In Davies® county. A great deal of In¬ 
diana tobacco is sold in Owensboro or 
brought here after being rehandled. 
Large quantities are delivered here 
from Hancock. Ohio. McLean and Hen¬ 
derson counties. A larger number of 
merchants are handling tobacco in 
Owensboro this season than for several 
years past. Besides the Equity houses 
and the three big companies, ten Inde¬ 
pendent firms are in the trade. Pnic- 
tieailly every rehandling house In 
Owensboro is filled.

“When considering the heating of the 
house, do not take anything suggested 
before you know exactly what you are 
doing. Look well Into the matter: In¬ 
quire from others, who by actual ex¬ 
perience have proved such or such 
method to be best; try to spend several 
hours or a day In dwellings heated by 
other methods than the ones with whloh 
j you arc familiar. In ord*T to mak" a 
I wtae choice. If a furnace seems best, 
obtain catalogues of the leading mak** 
I and study them. Understand exactly 
i how the furnace must be managed— 
some are much eavler than others. It is 
b' at to select the furnace one size larger 
than the one you have been told Is full 
size for heating a building as large as 
your house. 

“Copper Is the best material for lead- 
| ers and roof gutters, and though the 
first outlay may foemp large, lr is true 
I cocnomy. for the copper leaders and 
gutters last; Whereas much of tho gal¬ 
vanized Iron now on th* market Is so 
poor in quality that It rusts almost im¬ 
mediately. 

’ You will find that shingling the sides 
of your house as well as the roof will 
be more economical than painting, If 
your house Is a frame structure; be¬ 
cause if painted It will need repainting 
every few years, and If swingled it will 
look well and require no paint at any 
time except on window* frames, caves, 
etc. Let the shingles for the sides of 
your houre be of the kljpl of wood 
which the weather will tarn a silvery 
gray. Cedar shingles need no protec¬ 
tion by paint, but stains ere common 1/ 
used and give beautifully soft effects; 
be»lde wearing ntudh «onger than paint, 
the heauly enhances with age. 

“Acquaint yourself with the various 
qualities of the different woods to he 
used In every pnrt of your house. If 
advised to have a certain klqd of wood 
for your stairs, find out whether It I** 
hard or soft; fbr uncarpeted stairs It Is 
essential that the treads be of hard 
wood If space permits, let th* trra.ls 
of your stairs be broad and lor. 1. t 
nil windows be large and broad, and 
have your doorways broad also. This 
alone makes a house attractive, giving 
It a hospitable air.

Randolph H. Bladn, as attorney for 
Mrs. Florence D. Willis, yesterday filed 
a suit by whldh he hopes to break up 
the indiscriminate use of vacant lots 
for trash a.nd dirt dumping purposes, as 
pursued by many hauling contractors. 
The particular lot in question belonging 
to the plaintiff is on the southeast cor¬ 
ner of Ninth and Breckinridge streets. 
It is charged that the defendant. Will¬ 
iam Augustus, Jr., has without the 
plaintiff’s knowledge or consent dumped 
several hundred wagon loads of dirt on 
the lot. 

This, it is averred, is not only in 
violation of the law against trespass, 
but also contrary to a city ordinance, 
which specifically provides a fine of 
from $10 to $25 for such an offense. The 
petition alleges that the lot was slightly 
above the grade line of the street until 
the dirt was wrongfully placed on it. 
However, the dirt has now destroyed th© 
uniformity of the lot's surface, and has 
made Jts appearance unsightly. 

In speaking of the practice of illegal 
dumping of trash. Mr. Blain said yes¬ 
terday : 

**We have been doing a good deal here 
lately to beautify the city, but the per¬ 
mission of promiscuous dumping upon 
vacant lots certainly has the reverse 
effect. The police should take steps to 
prevent It, and could do so without 
much effort on their part. This suit will 
be prosecuted vigorously, and similar 
ones will also be brought. Hauling con¬ 
tractors not only dump dirt on vacant 
lots, but offal and trash of all kinds is 
disposed of In the same manner. There 
may also be prosecution in the Ordi¬ 
nance Court." 

Big Tax Suit Filed. 

Lawrence D. Tanner, revenue agent for 
the State at large, filed suit yesterday 
through his attorneys, Gregory & Mc¬ 
Henry, against the Louisville Railway 
Company for back taxes on an alleged 
omission of property fOT $14,500,000 for 1905 
and 1906. It is charged that the defend¬ 
ant has omitted to list for taxation 145 
miles of track. This Is on the theory 
that the mileage should be measured 
by single and not double tracks. Other 
suits now pending have raised this 
question, and yesterday's action merely 
brings It up to date. It also asserts the 
right of the State to tax the right of 
way of the company, as it la alleged 
to partake of the nature of real eetate. 
The action seeks a total tax of $232,250 
plus the 20 per cent, penalty.

sonian to an abrupt and untimely end 
The Alienists take no chances, but who 
shall say that the soul of the humble 
"Tlcky Jim’* went back to Its Maker 
any more discolored than that of the 
“distinguished alienist** who makes an 
alibi for moral responsibility, and ac 
quits a Croesus of a crime for which 
a Czolgoz would bang? 

If the alienist gives an honest opin¬ 
ion he Is blameless. But how often Is 
his opinion put into his mouth by a 
lawyer?

Perjury and Brainstorms. 

“If there is nothing between society 
and anyone who wishes to attack It 
but a ‘brainstorm* we had berter go 
back to the days of the frontier and 
let every man take out a pistol permit," 
said Prosecutor Jerome the other day. 

The Thaw case offers an excellent, if 
somewhat discouraging, illustration of 
the abuse of “expert testimony.** We 
are asked to believe—the Jury Is asked 
to believe—that a man who was sane 
up to and after a given date had a 
brainstorm upon that day and com¬ 
mit ed a murder for which he was not 
responsible, but that he la now in such 
a mental condition thAt he should be 
turned loose. Tills is absurd. Th© world 
would have more respect for Mr. Thaw 
and his adroit lawyers If they hod 
depended upon the so-called “unwritten 
law** and consented themselves with 
nhowlng a cause sufficient to provoke a 
sane man to commit a murder, and 
sufficient to constitute an excuse. 

The “unwritten law.** In reality noth¬ 
ing more than public opinion, covers 
none but acts of revenge committed 
upon persons guilty of the gravest and 
most unprovokr^i crimes. The list of 
Euch crimes Is abort. Barbaric as It is, 
and arguing public contempt of the re¬ 
straints of written law under certain 
circumstances, the “unwritten law” 
constitutes no such menace to the pub¬ 
lic pence, no such license to criminals 
and no such mockery of the Judicial 
branch of government as the "insufil- 
ly dodge.’* 

Even the spectacle of n Virginia 
Judge who, but a few days ago. said 
that there was no “unwritten law** In 
his State, thanking a Jury for acquit¬ 
ting two defendants in accordance with 
its provisions, is more wholesome than 
that of a Jury “bamboozled” by alien- 
Ista, corrupt or cemented to trifle with 
the enforcement of the law by mak¬ 
ing wild guesses as to what went on 
inside of & man's head upon the seventh 
of April last, while admitting him to 
be sane to-day—rendering a verdict of 
acquittal that is virtually a letter of 
marque to that particular defendant 
and all other persons with money and 
horpicldai tendencies to prey upon so¬ 
ciety. And the latter spectacle Is, un¬ 
fortunately. frequently beheld. 

What shall we say of the ornaments 
to the medical profession who stand 
ready to assist in bringing about a 
miscarriage of justice by prating of 
“adolescent Insanity,** “bral nstorms," 
“emotional Insanity,** “the exaggerated 
ego** and the like? These gentlemen 
know.

Woman Suffrage In England. 

It seems that the Woman’s Suffrage 
Bill was talked to death Friday In the 
British Parliament. It did not come to 
a vote, but w© need not infer that If 
It had It would have been accepted. 
There were a good many members who 
did not wish to vote #on it. In senti¬ 
ment they were opposed to 1L but vig¬ 
orous and partially successful efforts 
had been made to intimidate them. 
Soma of them had wives that were suf¬ 
fragettes. or that had friends that were 
such. Pome of them were in love with 
Advocates of woman suffrage, and 
feared to queer their matrimonial 
prospects by voting thetr sentiments. 
They were glad, therefore, of a chance 
to avoid a division. 

The advocates of woman suffrage In 
Great Britain liavo adopted a singular 
plan of campaign. They determined to 
get vote* by breach of the peace. They 
were not so sanguine as to suppose that 
one breach of the peace would make 
them equal to the men. but they 
thought it might be done by a long 
eeriest extending. If necessary, to the 
“crack of doom.'* whenever that may 
be. They rerolved to immolate them¬ 
selves on the altar of their country by 
making themselves martyrs, that they 
might hare the right by their votes to 
bring back the golden age. Their plan 
was to besiege the House of Com¬ 
mons. commit public offenses, get put 
Into jaJl for it, have pubtlc breakfasts 
given them when they came out, and 
then renew the same course of action. 
Even tho news thnt their husbands 
were having the time of their lives dur¬ 
ing their incarceration did not deter 
some of them from going back to Jail, 
where many of them were no doubt 
much happier than n home. 

The idea of forcing 1 arliament to act 
In a particular way is not entirely new. 
It was tried in 1T80 by “Lord" George 
Gordon, who was president of what 
was called the Protestant Association, 
and whoso rallying cry wai “no 
popery.*’ He desired the repeal of the 
Sir George Savllle act. in which certain 
rights were accorded to the Catholics. 
The Government was indifferent, so 
Gordon convened a meeting to carry up 
a petition In force. Pome 60.000 people 
assembled in St. George's fields and 
accompanied Gordon to the Parliament 
Ilouae. The House of Commons re¬ 
fused to take the public into immediate 
consideration, and Gordon made a 
speech, declaring that there would be 
no help until all the popish chapels 
wero destroyed. Some chapels were 
sacked that night and riots followed 
that 1/isted for nearly a week. Prisons 
were broken open and prisoners re¬ 
leased. many houses wore sacked and at 
one time thirty-six fire* were raging In 
London. During these riots 430 persons 
re killed and wounded and much 
property destroyed. Gordon was tried 
for treason, but was acquitted on the 
ground that his Intentions were not 
malicious. He ultimately died In 
prison. His example was not favora¬ 
ble to the Introduction of supposed re-

If© would not 
have made this deelskm without a good 
reason. We give Mm full credit for hav¬ 
ing a reason not only sufficient to himself, 
Imt. one which would he amply sufficient 
to the people of the State If It were known 
and who regret that he did not make pub¬ 
lic that reason. The reasons given by 
hirn do not seem to be sufficient We re¬ 
call the story of a very well-known Judge 
who rendered a derision In an Important 
case, bnt when pressed for the grounds 
upon which he based hie derision <16c!Mod 
to give them, preferring to rest upon th© 
decision clone and not have tho grounds 
upon which that deelrlon was based at¬ 
tacked by the attorneys and reviewed by 
the higher court. We arc inclined to think 
Judge Carnes has followed that distin¬ 
guished Jufief’s example ffi refusing to 
ghfo hl« real reason for the transfer of 
these <a*ra to Elliott county. We are 
not suffirb-ntly familiar with the law to 
know whether the order to transfer them 
th©r«- will hold, in the face of the Com¬ 
monwealth's Attorney withdrawing bis 
motion for a change of venue. W© pre¬ 
sume this question will be :nk*u» to the 
Court of Appeals by the attorneys for 
tho State. 

There* are two parties In each of the 
rases transferred lo Elliott county; the 
defendant and the State. Each bt entitled 
to a fair and Impartial trial; ©a* h It en¬ 
titled to a trial free from any Improper 
influences and to a verdict based on the 
law and evidence In each case. The peo¬ 
ple of tho Slat© are entitled fo be made 
thoroughly familiar with Ihe conduct of 
the trials of these cnees, in which the 
whole State Is Interested. Judge Came*' 
avowed reasons for sending these cases to 
Elliott county, the county seat of which 
is twenty-flv© miles from the rnfimad, 
connected with the outer world by only 
one telephone lino, ars that It is a mount¬ 
ain county, that the people there under¬ 
stand the conditions surrounding oilier 
sections of the sitaJLe who read the news¬ 
papers. 

There is possibly some ground for 
Judge fames’ view that th© mountain 
people, understanding th© conditions in 
th© mountains, ore ©tter qualified to a-t 
as jurors in a mountain case that are the 
People of the lilucgrass or the Bcargnus 
or the Pennyrlle. Wo do not believe, 
however. Judge Came* wishes to be un¬ 
derstood as Intimating that the people of 
the other sections of . the State who read 
the newspapers or© incapable of giving a 
fair ar.d Impartial trial to the defendants. 
Thnt would be a more severe arraignment 
of three-fourths of tho jKJpulntlon of Ken¬ 
tucky than ev<*n tho most partisan defend¬ 
er of Caleb Power* or the most bitter 
enemy of Judge Hargis has ever rnado. 
Looking at these cases without knowing 
the good and sufficient reason which !n- 
I duced Judge Carnes to transfer them to 
1 Elliott county, we believe, as we presume,

A Standard of Judgment. 


I know no‘better way of Judging th?

London, March 9.—The Internal af¬ 
fairs of Persia, which, according to of¬ 
ficial information, are far from satis¬ 
factory, are being closely watchoJ by 
the official* of the FVweign Office here. 
While it Is hoped that the interventl:n 
of the Powers will not be necessary. 
Great Britain atnd Russia have dee ded 
on the steps to be taken by the ^ In 
such a contingency. Great Britain an¬ 
ticipates that should affairs reach a 
critical atage, the Shah, who before he 
ascended the throne frequently called 
on Russia for financial assistance and 
sought the advice of the representatives 
of that country, will ask for Russia's 
help to restore order. The Russian 
Government coukl ocmply with the re¬ 
quest with the full knowledge that no 
objection would be made by Groat Brit¬ 
ain. Russia may even offer assistance 
without the Invitation of the Shah, an 
offer which Great Britain would advise 
the Persian ruler to accept. 

Great Britain would do her part by 
sending warships to the Persian gulf 
ports, but she would not go further 
unless the landing of a force became 
necessary to protect foreigners in 
Southern Persia, which. In the agree¬ 
ment between Russia and Great Brit¬ 
ain, would be recognized as the latter’s 
sphere of Influence. 

This better understanding between 
Russia and Great Britain has made 
smoother the negotiations between Rus¬ 
sia and Japan, but the Associated Press 
Is officially informed that there Is no 
foundation for the recently published 
report that Great Britain. Russia, 
France and Japan are about to con¬ 
clude an agreement regarding Far 
Eastern affairs.

Mr. Campbell's views are ever accept¬ 
ed as those o( the Congregational Union 
he will have to withdraw from that or¬ 
ganization. Dr. Robertson Nlcoll, ed¬ 
itor of the British Weekly, and a lead¬ 
er in the Free Church, has printed 
scathing attacks on Mr. Campbell and 
his theological position, although Dr.

A very lively 
controversy la now in process, which 
is Joyfully welcomed by some of the 
English Cqngregat Iona lists, because, 
they say. It shows that that church is 
leading In theological matters. Some 
leaders say that a permanent split In 
English Congregationalism is not un¬ 
likely. but others hold that the dis¬ 
turbance will be but brief and without 
lasting effect.

Pope Expected To Call Consistory 
Some Time Before Easter. 

It is believed by Catholic leaders in 
this country that the Pope will hold 
a Consistory this spring, poistbly this 
month, and that several new Cardinals 
win be nominated by him I: I t not be¬ 
lieved that any American Prelate Is 
likely to be named Just now. although 
there are some who steadfastly hold 
the opinion that the Archbishop of 
New York, Mgr Farley, will sooner or 
later be elevated t«> the Sacred Collearo. 

If a Consistory Is held now it Is be¬ 
lieved that most, if not all of the new 
Cardinals to bo created will be Italians, 
to replace those who have died in re¬ 
cent months. It is known, however, that 
Plus X. d«>es not favor adding to the 
administration expenses otf the Vatican 
and that ho is therefore averse to nam¬ 
ing Cardinals to reside it* Rome; l.ut 
that Prelates In charge of diocErres will 
hav» his preference*

Half a mlnuto more and 
newspaper men are clustered about 
him. not to “pump" him, but to listen 
to some of the funniest, most delight¬ 
ful sayings that ever fell from the lips 
of one of the- busiest lawyers in the 
world. 

Jerome talks to the newspaper men 
with perfect cameraderie. He doesn't 
know the names of half of them and 
doesn't care; he said to us on the first 
day of the trial: "Boys, I'm going to 
talk to you whenever you want me to, 
and I'm going to talk freely, but the 
first thing out of the box Is that I am 
not going to talk about this trial for 
publication. So dorv't quote me unless 
I epeofcnlly authorize It." A double 
and reciprocal tribute to this man's 
confidence in the press and the respect 
of the press for this man is found in 
the fact that though in the "cigarette 
recess" he has said things every day 
that would drive any new*spaper to Its 
biggest headlines, he never has been 
quoted In print about the Thaw trial 
since it began—that Is. except for some 
minor remarks the publication of which 
he aiuthorized; and in one of these mi¬ 
nor remarks is found the very meat of 
this article.

INSURANCE QUESTION LIVE. 


Commissioner Folk has given his views 
very freely, arid has set forth In the 
main the aggregate views of what 
should be done as laid down by recent 
meetings of the Insurance Comnrlssion- 
I era of other States, but It is manifest to 
the lay mind that no legislative com¬ 
mit tee male up of men who have had 
no experience in such complex matters 
as life and fire Insurance can be expect¬ 
ed to evolve any Laws that will prove 
of material benefit to the public. 

There is eonsidtrable talk to the ef¬ 
fect that when the Legislature recon¬ 
venes Gov. Patte*i«on will send in a 
m*>s.vage advising that body to read the 
last State platform and see if it cannot 
drop in-oral issues long enough to give 
some heed to the recommendations of 
tliat document The first half of the 
session was practically devoted to 
moral question, to the neglect of much 
other business, and It Is said the Gov- 


jJeromG’s Idea Is that a proper logic 
means that, whatever may happen, tho 
original assumption must be kept in 
view, and lo him the original assump¬ 
tion on the case of People vs. Thaw 
was: "Was Harry «K. Thaw, when he* 
murdered Stanford White, a lunatic or 
simply Jealous?" Jerome’s eyes glis¬ 
tened with tears while Evelyn Nesbit 
was telling piteous taJo, but he 

didn't forget that he sat within the 
bar os tho representative and the 
spokesman of the law. And so he has 
pursued his course throughout. Over 
and over he has given tribute to the 
marvelous eloquence of Delphln M. 
Dolmas, chief counsel for tho defense, 
but he has met that eloquence with icy 
facts that have overbalanced it. The 
Judge, an enormous man who bears 
a most striking likeness to former Pres¬ 
ident Grover Cleveland, has more often 
than otherwise ruled against the Dis¬ 
trict Attorney, but Jerome nas not lost 
heart or determination of purpose. 
Every day, all day long, with the storm 
of sentiment lashing und buffeting him, 
he plods on. fighting a fight that is 
hateful to his artistic temperament, but 
fighting It manfully os In duty, bound. 
He recognizes no "general principles" 
In murder; his idea of,an orderly civili¬ 
zation is "Justice according to Ia^.“ 
He gives the Impression of a man deep¬ 
ly conscientious and earnestly serving 
duty. He might easily have escaped 
the trial; former District Attorneys 
have always turned over their big mur¬ 
der trials to their assistants, but Mr. 
Jerome felt that this case was one that 
called for his highest endeavors, and 
especially so because he Is the only 
man in the District Attorney's office 
who has a deep technical knowledge 
of the subject of Insanity, which Is the 
actual plea of the defense. Jerome de¬ 
fended Carlyle Harris and has taken 
part in many cases where insanity was 
the Issue. Few alienists know more 
about It than he. 

Now the tide of sentiment seems to 
be turning ngainst Thaw Sudden 
hero worship Is an acute disease, es¬ 
pecially in America, and It never last.®. 
If the Thaw case might have gone to 
the Jury within a week after Evelyn 
Thaw told her story.

NOT KNOW CENTER OF POPULATION 


Point Within Few Miles of Where They Stood Examina¬ 
tion, But None of Them Knew It. 


CWambas, Trad.* March 9.—{Bpecla.1.] leern the location otf the center*o-tfpopu- 


—•'Where Is the Center otf Population 
of the United States?" Is a question In 
geesgraphy that was submitted to fifty 
school teachers of Bartholomew county, 
who a few days ago took an examina¬ 
tion at this place for licenses to con¬ 
tinue teaching, but notwithstanding th© 
center otf population Is located almost 
within their own dooryards, a large 
percentage of the teachers answered 
the question Incorrectly, and some ad¬ 
mitted that they dWJ not know where 
the center of population Is located. 

This Ignorance of local geography on 
the part of some of the teachers of this 
county was dh*coverod yesterday by 
race Superintendent Bruce when he 

examined the manuscripts from the re¬ 
cent teachers' examination. Until then 
it was believed that even ©very child 
of school age tn the county knew that 
tbs center of population of the United 
States is located on the Henry Marr 
farm, three miles southeafU of Colum¬ 
bus. At any rate, a monument was 
erected at that point shortly aJter the 
last census. On the monument is an 
Inscription telling the passersby that 
there Is the center of population and 
that even he who runs may read and

fkttrre of rite teachers, on examine.

The exper¬ 
imental line Is to be built between Sey¬ 
mour and Brawns: own in Jackson 
county, a distance of fifteen miles. 
Rev. Sweeney had been awaiting the 
action of the Indiana Legislature on u 
bill that he had cau§»ed to be intro¬ 
duced and which provided that his 
au1» mobile railway should have all of 
the privileges that are accorded to 
steam and electric railways by law. 
The Legislature passed the bill to-day. 
hence the Inventor’s activity for im¬ 
mediate conduction of on experi¬ 
mental line. 

The township© through which the ex¬ 


perimental line will be run witl be 
asked to vote subsidies to help build 
the road, but as the coot of construc¬ 
tion will be less than half the ooot 
of construction of steam or electrlo 
roads the inventor of the road feels that 
he will have no difficulty in getting tho 
required subsidies voted. Another point 
In favor otf the subsidies Is that tho 
fares on the new system or road will 
be at least one-third and possibly 
more lower than even the fares charged 
by electric roads. The cost of operat¬ 
ing the automobile railway will bo 
much less than that required to operat© 
steam or electric railways and this 
together with the small cost of con¬ 
struction will ©noble the Owners of th© 
road to greatly reduce the fares charg¬ 
ed. The road win be built wholly of 
concrete and the rolling stock which 
was ulso invented and patented by 
Rev. .Sweeney will consist of automo¬ 
biles. but they will be much larger carj 
than have yet been built, ns enoh car 
will be built to haul fifty passengers.

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Wo much has been said and written 
on the subject of the American wom¬ 
an's good appearance, perfect grooming 
and her taste In dress that the append¬ 
ed article from the trenchant pen of 
Lady Modish, in an Eastern exchange, 
comes rather in the nature of a bomb. 

Mrs. Hwfa Williams, who is In the 
King’s set, and enjoys the honor and 
distinction of being In Queen Alex¬ 
andra’s favor alnp. seems to have taken 
the fashionables of New York complete¬ 
ly off their feet with her wonderful 
gowns and perfectly good grooming. 

Every now and then a faultlessly at¬ 
tired woman of society from a foreign 
country happens in America, generally 
in New York, and the women of fashion 
never fail to sit up and take notice ajid 
notes. It is assuredly so in the follow¬ 
ing case: f 

Mrs Hwfa Williams is Something more 
than the best-dressed woman in LonU>n; 
she is "perfectly",dressed. Whleh means 
that In every detail no small point is 
slurred. \ Coiffure, gloves, veils, boots, 
even ornaments. n,ot necessarily jewels, 
are precisely what they should be for 
the time, be It morning, noon or after¬ 
noon. and It is precisely In these points 
that many American women full of per¬ 
fection. 

Thu Englishwoman who understands the 
art of dressing carries it to a finer point 
than the American. The latter regards 
it as an art. but a thoughtful English¬ 
woman takes it as a science. 

Conspicuous among such is Mrs. Will¬ 
iams. and any woman who observes her 
closely will be Impressed by what I say. 
If they are fair they cannot possibly 
deny it. For example, no human being, 
except her maid, ever saw Mrs. Will¬ 
iams’ hair all “mussed** with any "ends" 
hanging. Neither doos her head look as 
though she were a wax figure In a hair¬ 
dresser’s window'. 

The only American I know of whom the 
same may be said .Is Mrs. Jack A star. 
Mrs. Astor Is no belter dressed than 
many others, but she can give them carl* 
and spades on the subject of care Mrs. 
Williams’ shoes are no smarter because 
they jre made In Paris, but they always 
hytU t . w t«nk You never find 
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artist, and she may be trained, but not 
made. An Englishwoman will have a 
good maid when nn American of the 
same Income enn afford none, or only an 
Inferior one—the kind that puts away 
her frocks after helping the waitress or 
taking the little girl to school. In this 
particular branch, as In others of the 
household, we do not specialize as the 
English We generalize, expecting one 
woman to do several different kinds of 
work. Which she does—more or less bad¬ 
ly (usually more) nnd you Ree the effect 
of bow our "well-dressed" women are 
dreost'd. 

Ah an example of this Improvement, by 
th»* way. is Mrs. Waldorf Astor. I was 
staying in the same house with her for 
a few days when she was here last sum¬ 
mer. and I saw her again In the autumn. 
She was n far better dressed woman, 
butter "put together" and she doesn’t 
spend any more money In her daily dress¬ 
ing than when she was Mrs. Bobble Shaw. 
She shows the "English influence" that 
Mrs. Williams exemplifies. 

The Princess Cantacuzene had it. too. 
To be sure, one may say that her dress¬ 
ing represents more moneyv than when 
she was Julia Dent Grant, but this Is 
not altogether true. Mrs. Palmer's 
niece did not lack for money, and It Is 
not more money she shows now.

N EW YORK, March 8 ,—Exactly 
what did George H. Broad- 
hurst Intend to signify when 
he named his new play “The 
Mills of the Gods?’* Longfellow wrote 
"The mills of God grind slow*, but 
grind exceeding fine." Broodhurst 
would seem to have reached further 
back for an axiomatic quotation, and, 
to avoid making free with the name of 
the Deity, ascribed the fine-grinding 
"mills" to "the gods" of heathen myth¬ 
ology rather than to the one God of 
Christianity. There are other hairs to 
split, and as "The Mills of the Gods" 
is the only new play in all the length 
of Broadway theaters this week, why 
noh make each hair bristle with con¬ 
troversial quibble and disputation? 
The text books of slang make note of 
"the gods" as designating boys who 
sit In the top galleries of theaters; they 
also define one of the meanings of tha 
word "mill" as a fight with ttMs.

The 
point of It is that a man rnt-.y he cow¬ 
ardly In the face of danger until his 
latent courage !s incited by some pow¬ 
erful emotion, whereupon he may be¬ 
come bnvc to the limit of reckless 
desperation. The Illustrative case is 
that of a man who. having served a 
term !n prison, and subsequently 
gained a good reputation, is oowed. 
blackmailed and tortured by an ex¬ 
convict comrade. Cravenly he submits, 
until his love of a fond and true girl 

S rovides the Incitement to courageous 
eflanco. Then comes the fight. The. 
play contains many things to popular¬ 
ise It. yet .©anerulnlly It Is a dramatic 
study of cowardice and redeeming 
courage In one Individual. 

Uppish drama Is uncommonly Abund¬ 
ant In New York now, what with Mins- 
field. Sot hem and Marlowe running 
through their mostly classical reper- 
torter, ar.d Ben Greet presenting 
"Shakespeare ns w flttf.n." Yet In all 
this plenty of app. :ve *1 matter there Is 


none to describe as new. Oraen Is giv¬ 
ing "The Merchant of Venice" this 
week full length. Instead of stopping 
It at the exit of Shylock In the trial 
scene, as Booth and other star actors 
used to, because they thought the play 
wasn't worth while after they were out 
of it. Henry Irving staged the comedy 
wholly, because ho had Ellen Terry for 
a Portlo to sustain the Interest in the 
absence of the Jew; and he beautified 
the action In her garden with all his 
skill in the us** of modem stage re¬ 
sources- So did Luw ranee Barrett 
when he was making a rapid fortune 
with Edwin Booth, casting himself 
for Bassanlo. with the beautiful Minna 
K. Gale for Portlo. I Do you recall Miss 
Gale? Barrett advanced her directly 
from Brooklyn amateurism Into con¬ 
spicuous professionalism; and her re¬ 
tirement was as abrupt as her dis¬ 
closure had been, for she married Into 
Equitable Life Insurance wealth, and 
as Mrs. Haines I see her often In au¬ 
diences on opening nights. Richard 
Mansfield and Edward H. Sothern fol¬ 
lowed the lead of Irving and Barrett by 
presenting the whole of "The Merchant 
of Venice."

Ben Greet In Shakespeare. 

Ben Greet does that, and goes fur¬ 
ther by adhering closer to the text. But 
he Is a bit tricky. He chooses "Julius 
Caesar," "Macbeth” and "As You Like 
It." besides "The Merchant of Venice," 
tq present "as Shakespeare wrote 
them." but he doesn’t risk "Richard 
III.." without the Colly Cibber Inter¬ 
polations. nor anyone of the FalstafC 
or King Henry plays, nor even "Ham¬ 
let." exactly and entire. Moreover. 
Grret’s Imitation of the sceneless Eliz¬ 
abethan method of performance. In 
which the stage was little more than a 
baro platform, does not at present go 
much more than half way to accuracy, 
because he Is using a modern stage In 
a modern theoter, and the Elizabethan 
paucity of piotuf-e*? Is not nearly real¬ 
ized. Still, the Greet exhibitions ar»* 
Interesting to students, amusing to oth¬ 
ers, and satisfying in a negative way 
to all who wish to compare oid-tlme 
mediocrity with new-tlm.? genius In 
Shakespeare Illustration That ex¬ 
presses most folk’s view that dramatic 
art na it Is transcends dramatic art as 
It was. But Mr. Greet ha.® the rlgnt to 
disagree. 

If 1 ttould but take you to cue of our 
stOck-corr.p.iny theater*, though, a id 
put you Into a thlrtyceut best par¬ 
quet seat to see a performance of 
"Othello," I*m sure you’d feel much 
obliged to me for helping you to i 
Shakespearian money’s worth ot di¬ 
version.

ruptcy, he produced a London melo¬ 
drama In wiilch the hero and the vil¬ 
lain fought Ufe-for-llfe In a balloon up 
among the clouds. Daly, Wallack and 
Palmer alike grabbed at sensational 
plays to save their palmy-day stock 
companies from dissolution. Daly re¬ 
ported to sliding canvases, shifting 
lights, and all the other things that 
he knew of, to thrill beholders with 
the episode of that hero valiantly 
overcoming the husky villain and drop¬ 
ping him a mile or so to a conclusive 
thud on the ground below. 

The moving photograph haa come 
into use, ami spectacular effects which 
might have saved Daly from the Sher¬ 
iff are obtain**) In "The Aeronaut.* 
Taylor Granville enacts Shorty, be¬ 
cause his scant height bars him from 
calling himself Lengthy. He Is a camp 
follower of a circus, with an acrobat 
girl to love, a smirched lineage to clem 
up, and a wicked enemy to defeat. T 1 e 
circus is In hard luck. It will be 
nxrbbed If a balloon afwenfdon and 
parachute descent don’t occur as an¬ 
nounced. The aeronaut Is missing. 
”Who’ll take his place?” says the man¬ 
ager. "I will,” says Shorty. "Aha." 
says the villain, and cuts the parachute 
rope half through, so that Short> will 
be dropped to death. "Oh. my, ’ **avs 
the audience. Why Is It that peoo-’e In 
a theater don k t bethink themselves that, 
999 times In a 1,000, the hero of the play 
comes out from nil perils unscathed? 

Nevertheless. Shorty’s balloon flight 
is wa/toh*ed with staring eyes aiul bared 
breath while the klneioscope moves the 
clouds downward to create hu 'h an il¬ 
lusion as Augustin Daly never dreamed 
of: and there are gasps a.nd exclama¬ 
tion* when Shorty shifts f«x>m bcUu>n 
to parachute, and. by a reversal of the 
klnetOMcope. the clouds mova upward 
to Illusionize his fall.

L ONDON, Feb. 28.—Whenever 
there Is an enterprise too risky 
for a man tq undertake In 
theso days It generally happens 
that a woman can be found to do It. 
Such an enterprise Is the Journey lately 
mado by a slight, drtlcat%dooklnff lit¬ 
tle woman from Tangier to Fez. 
through a bandit-infested region of 
Morocco by tortuous roads known only 
to th* natives, and without armed es¬ 
cort of any sort. It is as though "Lady 
Cecily'* had stepped out Into real life 
from Bernard Shaw's amusing comedy, 
••Captain Braasbound’a Conversion.*' In 
which Ellen Terry Is now touring In 
the United States. 

The heroine of this daring exploit Is 
Mrs. Frances Campbell, the author of 
that faeclxmttng novel of child life. 
"Dearlove," and of a book of singularly 
fanciful and delicate essays under thc^ 


general heading "The Measure of Life.** 
Her husband, who died some five y«*ars 
ago. was a cousin of the great Duke of 
Argyll, King Edward's brother-in-law. 
By marriage she Is related to most of 
the oth£r distinguished Campbells who 
All more columns of '*who*s who?** than 
any other family In the United King¬ 
dom. But It Is fro pi her own ancestors 
she gets the heroic strain In her blood, 
for she Is a descendant of Owen Roe 
O'Neill, a Prince of Ulster and a 
famous rebel In his day. 

Last summer Mrs. Campbell's health 
broke down after the strain of finishing 
her "Dearlove" and she went to Tangier 
to recuperate. While there she made 
the acquaintance of most of the diplo¬ 
mats who are finding Morocco one of 
the most Interesting places In the world 
Just now. A large party of men and 
women had been arranged to visit 
the court of the Sultan of Morocco at 
Fe*. But alarmist reports were received 
that Ralsull was on the war path and

ti»-. Moorish brig* nds f ere prowling 
around seeking rich oaptlves to hold 
for ransom. In consequence all tho 
members of the projected expedition 
backed out save two—two women— 
Mrs. Campbtll and her friend, Mrs. 
Mansell Pkydell. 

The latter Is the wife of CoL P'cy- 
dell. an Englishman whose love of sport 
has caused him to sojourn long In the 
land of the Sheereflun Sultan. There he 
made the acquaintance of Kalsull, the 
famous Moorish chief, who is popularly 
depleted as a cut-throat brigand living 
on rapine and plunder. Col. Pleydell 
formed the opinion that he is a mi^ch- 
meligned man and became a warm ad¬ 
mirer of him. He earned Kalsuii’s 
gratitude by champlonng Ms cause 
with the British Government When ho 
was an outlaw with a price upon his 
head. When Kalsull heard that the 
Colonel's wife and her friend were bent 
on going to Fox he pledged his word 
that so fur as lay In hla power he 
would see to it that no harm befeil 
them on their journey. The descendant 
of the rebel Irish Prince pinned her 
faith to the word of the rebel Moorish 
chieftain, though all the diplomats at 
Tangier, including the American repre¬ 
sentative. did their best to dlssaued her 
from undertaking suoh a hazardous 
venture. Her trust In Ralsull was well 
repaid, and. shielded by his name, more 
potent and respected among the wild 
tribesmen than that of the Bultan, she 
and her companion made the Journey 
in safety. Many adventures befell 
them, but no man’s hand was raised 
against them. 

They were accompanied by seven ser¬ 
vants without weapons and took with 
them no armed guards, an unprecedent¬ 
ed thing in the wild region which they 
traversed where no man ventures with¬ 
out an escort of soldiers. Furthermore, 
they broke the record for Moroccan 
travel. Avoiding the beaten track and 
riding hard from dawn to sunset o 
boulder-strewn by-paths they made the 
Journey from Tangier to Fez In five 
days and were a little longer returning. 


Tty? C-iumn Legation took a month to 
do it traveling over much be'it/r roads, 
arid the American Legation, so far from 
maintaining the national reputation for 
hustling, were six weeks on the Journey. 

Mr*. Campbell, who bus Just returnei 
to England, told me of some of her 
adventures to-day, and gave me a 
gllmp-se of the Inside of the situation 
In Morocco rather different from that 
which has reached the world through 
official channels. She saw RalsuU. to 
whree protection she and her party 
pwed so much, only, one© during the 
journey, but he made a profound Im- 
pr emit n upon her. It was on the second 
morning after leaving Tangier, when 
they were preparing to break camp. 
The aas m which the cook rode had 
bolted and so much amused had Mrs. 
Campbell been watching his efforts to 
catch the beast that aho had not notlc-d 
a small party riding along the river 
l>ank until It was nearly upon them. 
“The leader, a tall man riding a beauti¬ 
ful Moorish barb, was the most ^arres- 
ttve personality I have ever Feed," she 
said. "In hU Immaculate whito robe 
and dark blue aulham floating around 
him over the crimson, green and ver¬ 
milion of his high-peaked saddle, he 
looked like nothing so jnueh as the 
reincarnation of some prince of the an¬ 
cient Roman Empire Revisiting the land 
of his race had found such a tough 
handful in the burled past A tall man, 
with an Ivory-white skin, flashing dark 
♦•yes, thin, straight brows, high acqul- 
llne features, thin as a cameo; beauti¬ 
fully perfect The mouth was hidden 
by the soft silken beard, as was the 
chin, but the outline showed hard and 
resolute through the close-cropped hair. 
He sat upon his horse as If he were 
a part of it. the rein© dangling care¬ 
lessly, his feet outthrust in the huge 
Moorish stirrups. The regal air, tho 
easy dignity and simplicity of him 
made mo wonder. • 

"He uttered a palutatlcn as he pasiied, 
the »evere beauty of hla face, breaking 
up with a smile. There was no subtle¬ 
ty in the face, only great power and 
reticence—and ambition. I was not sur¬ 
prised when the servants ran to him as 


n« pared; llosing bis h*. HU, ••'TO ,.V?|- 
hty* ^dgo—eve*, the tve of the outthrust 
yellow slipper. 

" 'It is Mulal Huirnnet,’ cried one of 
the servants, racing up to me on 
horseback, breathless with delight. *He 
has questioned me. He will s^nd his 
head man with his friend’s friends un¬ 
til we are past Borlem.' Mulnl Hum- 
Vnet Is tho name by which Kalsull Is 
known throughout Morocco." 

"But why did not this paragon of 
cavaliers tarry to exchange greetings 
with your* 

"It was due to no lack of courtesy on 
his part," said Mrs. Campbell. "Ralsull 
Is an orthodox Mussulman and as such 
Is forbidden to hold converse with *Naz- 
rlni* women. He is true to his faith as 
he is to his word." 

"You havo a very high opinion of 
him?" 

"Ho deserves It. No man has been 
more lied about and misrepresented. 
He has been described as a cattle lifter, 
a highwayman, a merciless, greedy 
bandit. He Is nothing of the sort. Ho 
Is an heroic man and, above all things, 
a patriot. He Is the Kobln Hood of 
Morocco and the only man in the coun¬ 
try fit to rule It. He was the ICald 
merely of the little hill village of 
A'Brelzo when he first became famous. 
The Sultan’s soldiers pillaged find 
plundered the village and the district 
round about. They killed Kaisuli’s 
uncle, robbed Ralsull’s men, burnt 
their homes, stole their horses and cat¬ 
tle, outraged their women. 

"Kalsull appealed to the Governor of 
Tangier In vain. He sought redress 
from his lord the Sultan, and It was 
denied him. Then for the sake of hla 
dependents he took matters Into his 
own hands and compelled the Sultan to 
act. He abducted Mr. Perdtcarrls, an 
American millionaire, and thereby 
brought a hornets* nest of diplomatic 
complications about the Sultan’s ears. 
He demanded os the price of his cap¬ 
tive’s life a free pardon for himself, 
the release of his men who were Im¬ 
prisoned In Tangier, the dismissal of 
the Governor of Tangier and the pay¬ 
ment of $40,000. It was a case of the 
end justifying the means. The dultan 
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rr-'adcu because If he ha<p t an Ameri¬ 
can warship might have* been sent 
around to collect a still heavier bill 
from him. Ka«3Ull mude good use of 
his money and power. He ♦recompensed 
the ruined villagers. *Ie node his 11s- 
trlct peaceful and p.. *us and safe 
for travelers.

"How comes It, then, he has ac¬ 
quired such a bad repu*.*\ • *n ?" 

"That Is part of the diplomtic gime 
which Is being played In Morroco. 
Kalsull is a power there. The Moors 
esteem him because of his lineage—he 
is a prince of the royal house of Mulal 
Idris and a direct descendant of that 
famous saint—and still more do they 
admire him because of his character, 
his courage and patriotism. He Is the 
greatest obstacle in the <v»untry to 
foreign domination. He will hold no 
dealings with the French or Germans. 
He stands for Morocco for the Moors. 
The Moors say that so long as Mulal 
Hummet lives no Nazrirrt nation shall 
lice Morocco. Having seen the man 
believe them. Naturally the powers 
which ai'e Interested in acquiring con¬ 
trol of Morocco—especially Germany— 
wish him to he suppressed as a prelim¬ 
inary measure. It is for this reason 
that such pressure was brought to 
bear on the Sultan that he dispatched 
an nVmy against Raisuli and after his 
stronghold had been shelled the 
doughty chieftain was compelled to 
seek safety In flight. But we have not 
heard the last of him. It tvnuld not 
surprise me at all if he should some 
day become Sultan of Morocco. Should 
the Powers undertake to police Mo- 
roccd believe It would be met by a 
holy war. That would unite the tribes¬ 
men however much they may quarrel 
among themselves. They are a brave 
people, magnificent types of physical 
manhood, under Ralsull’s leadership 
they would fight to the death.*' 

Mrs. Campbell found that Colonel 
Pleydeli’s name was also one to con¬ 
jure with among the Moors. As an 
intrepid sportsman he has won their 
respect and friendship. They caU him 
the “Inglesl Crony.” Soon after enter¬ 
ing the Borlen territoy, that hotbed of 


rebellion, the cavalcade came across a 
new-made grave In Ae middle the 
track >v* r wlhich tt*.y >» ^*e treeing. 
It was rendered the more horrTFTTxsug- 
gestive by the sudden apparition of 
four great giants of mountaineers, each 
armed with a gun. They Lid hands 
on the foremost horses of the parly, 
demnrvdlng to know who they were and 
whither thfy were going. 

"RalsuU’s head man. imperturbable 
ns usual, came forward." said Mrs. 
Campbell. ’The tallest of the Moors 
drew back at sight of him and sa¬ 
laamed. ‘No evil.’ he said humbly; 
we did but desire to know why these 
ladies travel without soldiers.’ This 
is the household of the Onglesl Crony'* 
explained Ralsuli’s man. quietly,' the 
Crony who comes pig-sticking to 
Borien.' 

‘The Kald threw up his right hand 
to the edge of his turban. ’Oh. Seyld 
Abdullah, they will he safe with me,' 
he said drAmatically. ‘The Cronv is 
my friend even as Jie Is the friend ol 
Mulai Hummet.* 

"’It lk well/ responded Seyld Abdul¬ 
lah. *1 leave them to your care.’ And 
forthwith, turning his horse about, he 
rode away, leaving us In the hands of 
the four men. Fierce and terrible as 
they looked they were very kind to us. 
They wanted tho Crony to come again 
and kill a great boar that was ravaging 
the cornfields. That night their chief 
came to our camp and laid n pair of 
chickens and a basket of eggs at our 
feet. *1 have brought you a gift.’ he 
explained briefly. T would have desired 
It greater.* And he was gone before 
we could thank him." 

On one occasion Mrs. Campbell owed 
her life to the chivalry of the Moors. 
Crossing a ford her horse was swept 
off Us feet and she ran great risk of 
being drowned. A party of Moors were 
passing along one of the banks. In¬ 
stantly the cry was raised among them: 
"Save the stranger! Save the Naxrlnl 
woman!" Five of them—one a mag¬ 
nificent Kald—plunged Into the stream 
and Mrs. Campbell was speedily res¬ 
cued. To them she waa & member of an 
accursed fAlth—"a dog of a Christian"—

Mrs. Campbell and her companions 
were, of course, objects of great curios¬ 
ity to the Moors, esp^lally their wo¬ 
men folks, most of whom had never 
seen a European woman before. Mrs. 
Camptell has light-colored hair which |g 
regarded as a terrible affliction among 
the Moors. Although they will tolerate 
red hair. At one place where the party 
stopped the daughter of a Kald paid 
tho ladles a visit. "Allan, be merciful!'* 
she cried when Mrs. Campbell slipped 
off her veil. "What a misfortune to 
have hair like that! You will never 
get a husband!" She advised Mrs. 
Campbell to lose no time In dyeing 1L 
When told that Mrs. Campbell had mar. 
rled years before and had a daughter 
the Moorish maiden refused to believe 
It. "Verily," she remarked. "It Is easy 
for the Nazrlnl to He— who would wed 
a woman with hair like that?" But 
her doubts concerning Mrs. Campbell** 
veracity did not cause her to .neglect 
the Moorish law of hospitality* to the 
stranger. She left behind her a gift of 
fresh milk and eggs which were ex¬ 
ceedingly welcome. 

A strange ond wonderfully piciureaque 
people are the Moors ns Mrs. Camp¬ 
bell describes them. She Is convinced 
that by some mysterious method, akin 
to telepathy, they disseminate Intelli¬ 
gence among themselves. Two days out 
from Efz she was stricken with a fever, 
but continued on the Journey at un- 
dlminlshed speed. Forty mil** from Fez 
they were met by some horsemen who 
had been dispatched from the city with 
medicine for her. 

"Everybody in Fez knew that we were 
coming and everybody there knew also 
that I was ill/* she said. ’**ot it wn» 
impossible that by any ordinary meth¬ 
od tidings of my condition could have 
reached them so far in advance of our 
arrival as to admit of relief reaching 
us forty miles from the city/*

workmanship to those of GhlberU at 
Florence There are temp os of Moham¬ 
medan worship hundreds of years old, 
which have a beauty greator than the 
mosques of Cairo and Constantinople, 
and all were constructed when Europe 
was sUU SfRil-clvtllzed and a hundred 
years or bo be for* the new world ol 
America began to be. 

Not far fr m these mosques are the 
remains of a ruined city, which sur- 
p.s-od Pompeii In extent and g-ory. and 
In another direction Is the tomb of the 
man who built that city, with the 
Arabs pToylng in and about It to-day. 

All this Is not In Italy. Greece or In- 


Hn, the counmrs to wnl^h we loog for 
the monuments of the past It Is In this 
block continent of Africa, op the edge 
of savage, turbulent and warring Mo¬ 
rocco. thirty miles south of tho Med¬ 
iterranean and nbout ICO miles f^om 
Oran, the chief seupert of Western Al¬ 
geria. It Is so far out of the line of 
travel that strangers seldom come here, 
but It is one of the most Interesting 
places on the continent. 

The Tiemccn of to-day is a city of 
perhaps 25.CC0. « tuated In a beautiful 
valley, at an elevation about as high 
above the srj as the aver.tge he ght of 
the Alleghenies It hat* behind it groH 
bare, ruygfd mountain*. whVb a e 
capped with huge r u ks. rmiking then 
look like fortification* thrown up by 
the god*, a d their strength a* fortifi¬ 
cations was probib’y o e of the rea^n* 
for the site of th»-se indent cltlee. 

Another reason was the valley and 
plains lying below. They are among 
the richest In Algeria. Standing upon 
the walls here, as far as the eye can 
reach there Is nothing but vineyards 
and orchards and rich Adds of grain 
There «r hundreds of thousand of 
olive trees loaded with fruit Theie are 
rich garden* ahd fienis of potatoes 
making a patchwork of green of dif¬ 
ferent shades wh'cb extends out on all 
sides below the chy until Us meets the 
hills on th* horizon. Whin roads cut 
here and there through this expanse of 
green nil lead up to the wails of 
Tlemcen. 

The city is entered by gates. It was 


a fortified town In the pn»t and toe 
French have fortified It to-dAy. Tlie 
high wall* have port hole* at every 
few feet, through which rifles and other 
guns can be thrust, companies of sol¬ 
diers are always moving to and fro 
through the streets, and the citadel, 
where the Sultans of the past had their 
gorgeous residences many\ centuries 
ago is now n barracks, prison and 
hospital for the Algerian troops. Its 
fil'd walls «nd gate way* still stand, and 
the minaret of Its mosque, ninety feet 
high overtook* the rest^of the city. 
About 500 years thlT citadel coti- 
tMriM some of the wonders of the 
world. It h.id a clock which was cele- 
b**rit«d two centuries before that on 
the Btrnsburg Onthedrnl was male, and 
In o"r of the galleries, which was 
paved with mnrbJ* and onyx, stood a 
sopd silver tr*e upon which were many 
species of singing birds made of gold 
and silver.

The Gsnnd Mosque. 


Within a rrone’s throw of the citadel, 
surfoundel by buildings which would 
not look out of place In any oountry 
town In France. rSt-es the mighty mos¬ 
que DJama el Keblr. It was built In 
A. t>. 11M. but It Is In ns good condi¬ 
tion to-day as when, the Moors first 
worshiped In It S70 years ago. The 
building* of this mosque cover about 
an acre and the roof ’s supported by a 
vast number of columns which end In 
great archer bung with many cliande- 
iWrs The bull ..js run around the 


cuirrt. In the center of wnicn is a foun¬ 
tain of onyx about which, as I passed 
through, the Mohammed:*ns were sit¬ 
ting and washing themselves before 
gqing In to pray. We were allowed to 
enter the mosque, but had first to put 
on slipper?, and we walked about 
through the^ worshipers, who were 
kneeling on tnblr pmyer rugs xnd bow¬ 
ing again and again ars they looked 
toward Mecca. 

When Tiemccn was In the height 
of Its glory It had seventy mosques. 
One of the most famous w:u? built In 
honor of n confectioner -aim v. v o 
preached to the children as they gather¬ 
ed around hi* candy •'t ill and w hom. .1 
doubt r.ot. lie attracted by giving them 
sweets. He became so popular that tho 
Sultan made him a tutor to his three 
sm*. This nmrerert ♦he Grand Vlsier. 
and he had the candy saint condemned 
as a aorverer and beheaded outside the 
gates. Shortly nft**r this th~ ghost of 
the candy wvlnt appeared before the 
h'ultnn and made n 'ompla'nt. and the 
Sultan tied up tho Grand Vleier hxnd 
and f(*ot and *hre»v him into u vttt of 
cement A* the cement hardened tho 
Grand Vlsier hardened wish It, and ho 
was thus burled illvc in a *olld bl"»ck *»f 
stone. After this the Huhan built the 
rrmsque, which ’•omalng lo ihi* day. 
This happem d Ju«*t t?o odd y<a»-s be¬ 
fore Columbus discovered America. ! 
have no u;*t it is true, fur i Hie 
mosque hero with my own matter-of- 
fact American eyes. 

Another mosque, built m 12^8. w:i* In 
honor of an Arab :«». yer. it coit,a >ta 


eor^.e or tne most exquimte Moorish 
w ork of the world, and It Is perhaps tho 
flnvst monument any lawyer has e\er 
had The lawyer It comn.emorates Is 
said to have been a man of truth.

Sidi Bou Medin. 


One of tho most Interesting of the 
mosques lies several miles from Tlem. 
cen, on the Fide of the mountains. It 
la that of Sldl Bou Medin. one of the 
»no«t famous scholars of the Moorish 
clvillzat.on of 800 years ago This man 
studied at Giauada and Fez. and then 
traveled to Mecca. He lectur'd nt Bag¬ 
dad. Seville and Cordova, and -ndod hL 
career by le. turlng here. This mosque 
Is n wonder of fin*» workmanship. It b 
floored with mosaic. Its door* are of 
bronze ard l*s decor.ithn< nr» of Moor¬ 
ish lace work of wonderful patterns. 
Nesr It ther»» "a* a famous Mm.r.sh 
college, and while I walked through th»? 
mosfiue Itself I could h*ar the l>oys 
singing out their Koran as they swayed 
buck and forth, going over and over 
the Arabic sentences written on their 
wooden slutes. 1 found many twinned 
worshipers nt prayers Inside, and the 
red-faced keeper grew quite an^ry 
w hen I asked If I might take thc.r 
photographs 

On my way back to town I Flopped at 
an Aran cufv arid drank coffee with a 
half doz«-n dark-faced Berbery who had

meet were "?ean and tne toe nails al¬ 
most as well cared for of though a 
manicure, or rather a pedicure, had 
worki d upon them The men looked 
strangely at me from under their tur¬ 
bans, and evidently thought me as 
much a curiosity as I considered them. 
Nevertheless, they were friendly, and 
we drank our coffee together. The cof- 
f**e was brought In smoking. It was as 
black as Ink. finely powdered and very 
sweet. Tho price was one cent a cup. 
• • •« 

The Ruined City of Mansouru. 

I next drove to the ruins of Man- 
soura. on the other side of Tlemcen. 
That cltv was built when Tlemcen was 
pieat and when It had a population of 
125,000 soul?. T!em»?en was then noted 
as a city of light and genius. Its kings 
were lpv« bs of nrt, science and llt- 
eratoro They had their own armRs of 
disciplined »o!dlers, and they had a po¬ 
lice force, judges and courts. They 
coined tlv Ir ow n money, and had 
schools and colleges. This was several 
hundred years beford America was dis¬ 
covered. 

It was Just about that same time thnt 
Mansoura sprang up almost In a night 
on the plains. An Arab General. A bou 
Yakoub. had besieged Tlemcen and hnd 
encamped with his army about three 
miles from the city The siege lasted 
seven >e«rs. and Mansoura wa* con¬ 
struct d during the Intervals of fight¬ 
ing by Yakoub. For many year* It was 
a rival of Tlemcen. % Its walls and 
foils Inclosed a space of something like 


tnree hundred acres, and It nad a mag^ 
nlficent mosque, with a minaret or low¬ 
er 125 feet high. This tower wa* deco¬ 
rated with green porcelain tiles, and it 
was a wonder of beautiful workman¬ 
ship. The ruins of It still stand, the 
most of the lower being Intact, but tho 
mosque has long since crumbled to 
dust. 

The great walls of Mansoura are still 
to be seen In some places as solid as 
when first built, ond In others broken 
down and crumbled. The whole space 
covered by the city Is now a rich vine¬ 
yard. the vines growing close up to the 
walls and hugging the foot of tho tow¬ 
er A great crowd of Berbers wore 
Picking the large white grapes Into 
baskets as I drove through the ruins 
and tried to people them with the great 
army and th.* gay throng of 600 years 
ago It was Impossible amid such sur¬ 
roundings to rebuild, even In imagina¬ 
tion. the immense edifices, tho magnifi¬ 
cent palaces, the great houses and the 
gardens traversed by streamlets as de¬ 
scribed by the historians; but the 
Femes recalled to me some of the 
verses of Omar Khayyam, the great 
Persian poet. Ubout the evanescence of 
all tblogs earthly Yakoub’* soldiers 
finally conquered Tlemcen. but he him¬ 
self was assassinated Just before its 
surrender. After that the city of Man¬ 
soura began to decline, and li* great¬ 
ness was soon swallowed by Tlemcen.

“Kitchen French** thus translates 
it: “A pudding beaten to a froth 
auu baked very quickly.*' 

Our good standby, the dictionary 
and cyclopedia, goes iuto details: 
“A delicate dish, sometimes savory, 
but usually sweet. It is made light 
by incorporate r whites of eggs 
beaten to a froth, and placing it in 
an oven, from which it is removed 
the momeat it puffs up, and served 
at once." 

Not a bad description from one 
who, presumably, is not a profes¬ 
sional cook. The souffle is as often 
Bavory as sweet in my kitchen. It is 
one of the most popular methods 
known to us of utilizing left-overs 
As I shall show presently, there are 
few vegetables that may not be 
saved from the stigma of “warmed- 
ups" by working ihem into the com¬ 
pound with the French name. For 
a quarter century the potato puff 
has been a frequent and welcome 
visitor to our table. It may not 
taste better when christened “souf¬ 
fle," but it more nearly Tpproxi- 
lantes the dignity of a “company 
dish," especially if it be crowned 
with a meringue. 


She is a stupid or bigoted mis¬ 
tress who does not learn something 
from every change of cooks. 1, for 
one, am not ashamed to confess my¬ 
self the debtor tc even the least ac¬ 
complished woman who has ever pre¬ 
sided over my range and sink. If 
you will deign to study her meth¬ 
ods. you will find that each incum¬ 
bent has some specialty. One, a red¬ 
headed daughter of Erin, boasted 
modestly when I engaged her, that 
she “had quite a uaioe for her coru 
bread." She was a mediocre cook in 
general. She made the best corn 
bread 1 have ever eaten that was 
made of Northern Indian tn**al. I 
introduced the recipe into my first 
cook book under the title of “Non¬ 
pareil Corn Bread." and told her I 
had done it. From a second cook I 
got a capital recipe for Yorkshire 
pudding, registering it under its 
rightful name in the face of her in¬ 
sistent declaration that it was “Auc¬ 
tion Pudding." To a later date be- 
Ion*,* my instructor in souffles. Sho 
was a fair cook in other lines. She 
had u genius for souffles. It did uot 
lower my respect for her thi t she 
was conscious of this. So I mg as 
harmless vanity in her one accom¬ 
plishment did not in.erfere with the 
overage excellence of her work. I 
encouraged her. In fact, I l ad se¬ 
cret enjoyment in the sight of Jan¬ 
etta’s mien and movements when al¬ 


lowed to transform a cupful or » 
saucerful of this or that left-over 
that might have been consigrcd to 
the garbage pail but for her procliv¬ 
ity to reduce any given culinary 
quantity to a souffle. 

Her methods were worth watch¬ 
ing. To begin with—and this stage 
is commended as at; example to the 
novice in kitchen work—she collect¬ 
ed all needed materials and tools 
before beginning the real busings* 
of the hour. Eggs, cream or milk, 
the vegetable or fruit, or marma¬ 
lade, or rice or tapioca, which was 
to act as the foundation of the airy 
structure—bowls, egg beater, bake 
dish, sugar and other condiments— 
were set in intelligent order upon 
the table and duly scanned ere sho 
seated herself solemnly in front of 
the array and fell to work. In the 
three years of her incumbency she 
never once failed to send in a souf¬ 
fle at the right moment—puffy, 
tender, hot, nnd in all things satis¬ 
factory. What matter if nn artist 
mairnify her office when the result 
is invariably success? It is some¬ 
thing to be proud of—the ability to 
do one thing as well, if not better, 
than anybody else can do it—be it 
ruling un empire or testing up a 
souffle.

CAI.AD8 of various »orta, partlou* 
larly groen and fish varlotieg, form 
staple Lenten dishes In many homed. 
TTiey deserve a ptace of honor, aa thd 
olive oil In the dressfoj?. If pure, takeg 
the place of meat In many ways and li 
even more nutritive and easy of dl- 
ffostlon. Many housowlvea now keep 
on hand both aorta of naiad dressing. 
French and mayonnaliw*. Unless other- 
r l.se directed, the salad Is served un¬ 
dressed, and each r©r®on selects the 
dressing which appeals most strongly 
to his palate. Salod must always be 
«. crisp, cold dish, and with the dreag* 
Ing: In separate dishes, should be kept 
In the refrigerator until the very 
minute of serving. 

Tonrfted crackers or cheese crackers, 
warmed In the oven, add zest to Lenten 

salads. 

BANANA AND NUT SALAD. 

A delicious white salad Is made by 
combining the white leaves of a let¬ 
tuce heart and bananas. Arrange the 
lettuce leaves in the form of an oblong 
or beat Fhape, remove the skin of 
bananas, slice them lengthwise through 
the center, lay them on the letuce, 
sprinkle llgh.ly with finely chopped 
nuts and serve with Mayonnaise. 

HAM JELLY SALAD 

Gelatine salads are new and very 
dainty for special occasions. Here Is 
a good one for feast not fnst days. 

Dissolve two teaspoonfuls of gelatin* 
In a cup of dear boullon or well-sea* 
sonrd slock. When the gelatine mix¬ 
ture begins to set, fold In lightly half 
a cun of cream and the wrhlte of an 
egg, beaten to a stlfT broth. Pour Into 
small moulds or cups, and arrange, 
when ready to serve, on a bed of Iet- 
• tuce leaves. Pass both Mayonnaise 
and French dressing with this salad. 

CHEESE SALAD. 

Cream cheese make a delicious com¬ 
bination with lettuce. Arrange your 
lettuce leaves on individual plates. 
8catter over the lettuce, half Inch cubes 
of cream cheese, cut with a sharp 
knife, and serve with French dressing. 

FISH SALAD. 

Cold fish can be /used In a most 
delectable salad. Take boiled or even 
broiled or fried cod or halibut or any 
large-hike fish, pick off all bones, skin 
and wipe off dressing of cracker crumb 
crust used In frying. Shake the flaked 
fish lightly to make sure that the 
pieces are of uniform si 2 e, not too 
small, and add half the quality of cold 
boiled potatoes, cut In thin slices or 
dice. Mix lightly with French dress¬ 
ing made In a bowl which has bean 
rubbed Insldo with a clove of garlic or 
a slice of onion. Sprinkle the top with 
parsley and serve with crackers. 

HERRING SAJxAD. 

Herring salad Is a vertlble Lid-bit to 
those who like the fish flavor. Select 
two skinned, sound, boned herrings 
(smoked of course). Cut Into quarter 
Inch squares. Mix lightly In a bowl 
with two cold boiled potatoes (medium 
size), two peeled raw* apples, two cold 
hard boiled eggs and one pickled red 
beet, all cut In dice. Pour French 
salad dressing over this mixture, mix 
lightly but thoroughly and serve At 
once, Ice cold. 

LITTLE SPACE SAVERS. 

In these days of high rents and 
small houses, even in villages, where 
prices for land are more reasonable 
than In great cities, any utensil or 
article which will save space, and In¬ 
cidentally picking things up and laying 
tih-em down again. Is desirable. And one 
of the most useful small articles Is the 
screwhook, or rather dozens of them 
In various sizes. 

They are from a quarter of an Inch 
In diameter to three, and can be put 
to many uses. For instanoe, if closet 
Bpace Is small In kitchen and dining¬ 
room, many more dishes can be ac¬ 
commodated and the piling up of china 
In dangerous stacks can be eliminated, 

If screw-hooks are fitted under each 
shelf, not too close together, or articles 
hung up will strike of overlap. 

In the china closet proper, with its 
glass doors, small teacups and sherbet 
cups can be hung in effective rows be¬ 
neath the upper shelves from the fine 
screw-hooks. From lower shelves and 
with larger screw-hooka can be hung 
large cups and pitches, unythlng with 
handles, in fact In the kitchen closet, 
where heavier dishes are kept, gravy 
boats and all cooking utensils la en¬ 
amel ware or porcelain con be hung 
by the handles. In the writer’s home 
there was but one large closet fat 
dishes and groceries, cooking utensils 
and green groceries. A double set of 
shelves from the fine screw-hooks, 
form two sides, forming a corner. 
These are covered with white oilcloth 
and then screw-hooks in different sizes 
were driven under the shelves. From 
one set depend the dust brush, broom, 
pan, etc. From the other set fr>io« 
pans, stew pans and other utensils. 

A screw-eye driven Into the broom 
handle and then swung on a screw- 
book will lengthen the life of a broom, 
feather duster or similar article. Under 
the draining board by the sink another 
set of screw-hooks holds dlshpan* 
mop, pot scourer, eta 

TWO GOOD RECIPES. 


WHITE CAKE. 

AKE three cups of fiour, two cups 
^ of sugar, two teaspoonfuls of bak¬ 
ing powder; to this add one cup of 
fresh butter, one of sweet milk, and 
the whites of five eggs; mix well and 
bake In a loaf. Line the tin with but¬ 
tered paper to prevent burning. 

ALMOND CREAM CAKE. 

Beat the whites of ten egg*, and onto 
this sift one and one-half cups of pow¬ 
dered sugar and one cup of flour, into 
which Is stirred a largo teaspoonfu! of 
cream of tartar; stir gently and bake 
In Jelly pans. For cream, take a half 
a pint of sweet cream, the yolks of 
three eggs, a tablespoon of powdered 
sugar, a teaspounfui of cornstaj'ch 
which has been dissolved smoothly in 
a Utile milk. Beat the yolks and sugar 
together with this, boil the cream, and 
Ul.r these Ingredients In, us for any 
cream rilling, only make a little thick¬ 
er; into this mix a half pound of 
blanched almonds which have been , 
chopped very fine; put together like 
Jelly cake, and over the top stick the 
remaining half pound of nuts.

Series of Changes Expected 
In Consular Service. 


Secretary Root Was Promo¬ 
ter of New Plan. 


Senator Burton Nearly Com¬ 
pleted His Prison Term. 


AMBASSADOR CREEL’S PROXY. 


WaahlnyijOTi, March <L—[Special}— 
A aeries of changes in the consular 
service of the Gcrremiment Is likely to 
be made effective tn the near future un¬ 
der the appBcatfJon of the new law. 
There are a number of vacancies, some 
of them at posts of considerable Im¬ 
portance. These must be filled under 
the present regulations by promoting 
men already in lower grades of the 
service. Thus the consular organiza¬ 
tion has been made a strictly civil serv¬ 
ice establishment- In the lowest grades 
admittance can be secured only on com¬ 
petitive examination and from them to 
the higher positions and better salaries 
advances are made on the basis of the 
records of the men. 

The new plan went Into effect only 
last June, Secretary Root having been 
the chief promoter of the legislation un¬ 
der which It was secured- Thus far the 
experiment haa proved highly satisfac¬ 
tory- Especially has It made strong ap¬ 
peal to business Interests. 

The effort has been to give the con¬ 
sular work a special and concrete value 
to manufacturers and dealers In all 
American products. The Consul, there¬ 
fore, who Is alert and glvce attention to 
conditions which offer opportunity for 
expansion of trade, receives Important 

credit on the records of the department 

• • • 

Shifting of Post a 


A few months ago there was some¬ 
thing like a general shifting of posts In 
the service, and since then the changes 
have been few. Meanwhile several 
posts have become vacant. Thus the 
post at Seoul became vacant some time 
ago by the death of the Consul, and 
has not been filled. Other vacancies 
exist at Guadeloupe. West Indies, where 
a Vice Consul Is in charge; at Goree- 
Dakax. Senegal; at Saigon, Cochin, 
China; at Norem-burg, Bavaria, where 
the position pays $4,000; at Kingston, 
Jamaica, where the salary Is $4,000; at 
Hobart, Tasmania; at Georgetown, 
British Guinea, where the salary Is $3,- 
500; at Suva, Fiji Islands; at Aguas, 
I ( 'ailentes, Manzanillo and Nogales, 
,'Mexlco, and at Madrid, Spain, which, 
despite the low salary—only $2,500—1* 
one of the most desirable positions. 

Then there are vice consular positions 
vacant at about as many other places. 
It la understood that a series of recom¬ 
mendation* Involving promotions all 
along the line have been placed In the 
hands of the President, and that the 
appointment* may be announced at any 
time. The number of changes due to 
the acberne at promotions will be much 
larger than the mere number of places 
to be lilted.

IS INCORPORATED 


Holding Company To Control Churchill Downs and Doug¬ 
las Park Has Capital Stock of $30,000. 


T HUS Ixmlsvllle Racing Association 
filed articles of Incorporation yes¬ 
terday with a capital stock of 
$30,000 divided into $100 shares. 
This is the name of the new concern un : 
der which the Churchill Downs and Doug¬ 
las Park tracks will be operated. The in¬ 
corporators and their respective holdings 
are: 

M. J. Winn, fifty shares; C. F. Grainger, 
fifty aha res; H. C. Applegate, fifty shares; 
Louis Celia, 147 shares; John Hach- 
melster, three shares. It is provided that 
there shall be no limit to the maximum 
debt. The afTairs of the company shall 
be handled by a president, vice president, 
secretary', treasurer and board of direc¬ 
tors. 

All the details of this turf deal were 
published in the Courier-Journal some 
days ago. but the fact that articles of In¬ 
corporation were filed yesterday shows 
that the arrangement has been finally 
consummated and that hereafter the 
Loulsvlllo Racing Association, for the 
next five years at least, will control and 
operate the sport «t both local tracks. 
Tho agreement Is signed for only five 
years, but with the best of feeling all 
around and successful racing at both 
courses it Is likely that the present ar¬ 
rangement will be continued indefinitely. 
The articles show that each side holds 
150 shares in tho new concern; that Is to 
say Mr. Celia and John Hachmelster have 
1 j 0 shares while Messrs. Winn, Grainger 
and Applegate hold a similar amount. In 
this way neither side will have any ma¬ 
terial advantage and the beat of feeling 
will prevail. 

As was stated In the Courier-Journal 
a meeting of thirty days will be given 
each spring at Churchill Downs, while a 
meeting of similar duration will be held 
each fall at Dougina Pork.

F ROM all the indication*, that 1* to 
eay. Judged by th© final payments 
which have been made on the can¬ 
didate* for the coming Kentucky 
Derby, which will be run at Churchill 
Down* on May 6, thl* classic race will, 
have more class to it than It ha* had 
for many year*. 

This tiling of class among horse* Is a 
condition which actually exists, but It 
(1* something which the casual turf fol¬ 
lower falls to understand. A stake horse, 
or a horse with class, which cannot run 
a mile in better than 1:40 Is most of the 
time able to defeat a selling plater which 
can and has run a mile In 1:39. And In 
a number of Instances this result has 
obtained when the stake horse or the 
horse of class won the race by from ten 
to fifteen lengths though the mile route 
was negotiated in 1:43. It is pretty hard 
to define this class thing, but It actually 
exists, and In nine cases out of ten the 
horse with class will win easily, all other 
conditions being equal. 

Last week final payments were made 
on twonty-two colts and gelding* which 
will contest for Kentucky’s richest turf 
prize, the Kentucky Derby on Monday, 
May 6. These final payments indicate that 
the owners believe that they have a 
splendid chance to capturo Kentucky’s 
blue ribbon turf event, for If they did 
not believe this they would not have 
made the final payment which makes their 
youngsters eligible to the race up to the 
day of the contest, wheu they must pay 

lioo each additional to start. 

• • • 

The question of class figures when the 
turf student looks over the list of ellglbles 
which have been left In Lhe $6,000 stake. 
And If you begin to figure down to cases 
you are bound to remember the perform¬ 
ances of the candidates last year, when 
they were two-year-olds. As few of these 
eligible* have started this year, what they 
did last year 1s about the only thing to 
date that the form student can figure cn. 
As for as the question of winnings goc3, 
Arclte, which belongs to George J. Long, 
the Louisville turfman, seems to have 
the call. Last season as a two-year-old 
Arclte won $6.61i>. He started ten times, 
was first twice, second once, third twice 
and was five times unplaced. Most of hla 
racing was done In the Hast, where the 
class of horses is better than It Is in the 
Western country. Mr. Long last year 
won the event with Sir Huon. and h.!s 
friends soy that he expects to win the 
Kentucky Derby with Arclte next May. 
But Arclte Is not the only colt of class 
eligible to the Kentucky Derby by any 
means. Lens, a gelding by Starshoot- 
LJxzlo Dixon, which belongs to Pat 
Dunne, has & royal chance. Ho started 
twenty-one times last year, was first 
eleven times, second five times, third 
three times and only twice was he out of 
the money. Ho won for his owner $5,223, 
and he Is said to be a thoroughbred of 
the first class. Jack Atkin Is another 
oolt which last season gave promise of 
developing into a “bear catcher.” He Is 
by Sain-El Salado. and belongs to Barney 
Bchrelher. and last season he won the 
chief two-year-old event at the Church.II 
Downs meeting. 

• • • 

Zal la another promising youngster 
which belongs to William Gerst, the Nash¬ 
ville brewer-turfman. 

Still another which cannot be over¬ 
looked Is Holdfast, a chestnut by Al- 
loway—Squeeze, which belongs to A. 
R. Hamilton, the Pittsburg millionaire, 
lumiiast won $1,980 last year as a two- 
year-old and be Is said to have developed 
wonderfully during his winter's rest. Pink 
Star, a colt bv Pink Coat, out of Mary 
Mallory, belonging to J. Hal Woodford, of 
Lexington, has been showing steady im¬ 
provement at New Orleans and he is 
certain to be a contender In the rich 
Kentucky Stake. Ed Corrigan, the noted 
Western turfman, has made the final 
pavment on three colts for the Kentucky 
Derby. These are: Dr. Richardson. 
Gold ess and McAllister. Very little is 
known of this trio of thoroughbreds, but 
Mr. Corrigan Is known to be one of the 
wisest turfmen in me country, and the 
fact that he has left them In this State 
Indicates that he thinks well of their 


chances. There is another colt that will 
bear watching and this Is Red Gauntlet, 
which belongs to Tom Hayes. Mr. Hayes 
Is one of the wisest turfmen who are now 
racing their thoroughbreds In the West 
and If he did not believe Red Gauntlet 
had a chance to win the son of Sir Wal¬ 
ter would not now be eligible to the big 
stake. As a two-year-old Red Gauntlet 
started eighteen times. He was first six 
times, second three times and on nlno 
occasions he was unplaced. 

• • • 

John E. Madden, the well-known Lex¬ 
ington turfman, it Is alleged, has an entry 
in the Derby, although his name doe« not 
appear among the others. This Is Prince 
Frankfort, a maiden, which is entered In 
the name of 8. C. Straus & Co., a Lex¬ 
ington firm. It is rumored, however, that 
Mr. Madden owns the horse, and that he 
thinks exceedingly well of hla chances. 
At any rate, the final payment In the 
Kentucky Derby was made many days 
before it was due, which shows that the 
colt has exhibited enough speed In his 
early trials to make his owners confident. 

As a matter of fact, there are & num¬ 
ber of maidens now eligible for the Ken¬ 
tucky Derby. By this, it Is meant that 
there ore some nominees which have 
never won a race and which have not 
even faced the barrier. Among these are 
Jack Bratton, who belongs to John 8. 
Bratton: Fleming, the property of Oua 
Bastln; Press Agent, a Pirate of Pen¬ 
zance colt, belonging to William Gerst; 
Dlnondo, the property of T. P. Hayes; 
Boxara, a chestnut oolt by John Bright, 
out of Battle Belle, belonging to P. J. 
Mil lett. 

Thus It will be seen that the field which 
will face the barrier In the coming Ken¬ 
tucky Derby will be of better class than 
that which Is contested for the blue rib¬ 
bon classic of the Western turf in many 
years. With the end of racing In Ten¬ 
nessee and Arkansas, to say nothing of 
Illinois and Missouri, the Kentucky Derby 
Is left alone as the one rich stake In the 
Middle West to be won by thoroughbreds 
of high breeding, and It can be said that 
the roll of honor tVhich begins with 
Aristides, the “Little Red Horse,” In 1875, 
and ends with Sir Huon, last year’s 
Derby winner, will not suffer when a new 
name Is added to the list this coming 
May, when down the broad brown path 
at Churchill Downs there gallops to vic¬ 
tory on May 6 some thoroughbred—the 
winner of the thlrtj-thlrd Kentucky 
Derby.

I T HAT Coach Stagg. of Chicago 
University, Is considering favor¬ 
ably the proposition to send bis 
track team to the Manual-First 
Regiment meet to be held at the New 
1 Armory on April 13. is evidence that the 
high character of Louisville's popular 
athletic carnival Is now generally recog¬ 
nized. 

This is the fifth year In the history of 
these games. The first three meets were 
given In the old horse show building, while 
last year was tho first that athletes as¬ 
sembled In the magnificent arena of the 
Kentucky First Regiment Armory. For 
the four meets already given, the public 
is indebted to the energy and enterprise 
of the Du Pont Manual Training High 
School. This year’s meet and all that fol¬ 
low are to bt* given under the Joint 
auspices of the Manual Training School 
and the First Regiment of Kentucky. 

It was a large undertaking for the 
athletic organization of a high school to 
undertake the establishment and success¬ 
ful operation of an Indoor meet equal tn 
six© and, character to the host 
given anywhere tn the United States. 
In all other cities such affairs were given 
under the direction of old and well-estab¬ 
lished athletic clubs, such as those to be 
found at the great universities and in 
organizations such as the First Regiment 
of Chicago. Cincinnati Gymnasium and 
Athletic Club and the Illinois Athletic 
Club of St. Louis, where large funds are 
available for athletic purposes. The Man¬ 
ual Training High School had no such 
funds, but through the generous co¬ 
operation of the press of Louisville, and 
the donation of many of the trophies by 
public-spirited Individuals and firms the 
management has been able to conduct the 
j meet without loss. It has never been the 
object of the Manual to make money 
from this enterprise, her only object 
being the promotion In the city of a 
larger Interest in this the very best form 
of amateur athletics. If the school suc¬ 
ceeds in conducting a season of track 
liitheltics without loss, all the success has 
been achieved that Is ever hoped fur. 

An attempt Is being made to secure 
the attendance and participation in the 
meet of Nat Gutman, on old Manual star 
Athlete, who is now a student in the Uni¬ 
versity of Pennsylvania, and who has 
won a great name for himself In the East 
by some of his marvelous track per¬ 
formances. Ills friend* in the city be¬ 
lieve that the effort to c©t him for the 
1907 meet will be successful. 

Not long ago Carlin ell was tried out 
among others In some of th© football 
stunts, such as punting, made all-import¬ 
ant In the recent changes in the rules of 
the gam©, with the result that the football 
coach Is Insisting that Louisville’s fav¬ 
orite athlete shall become a member of 
i the 1907 football eleven.

S OME time ago I made the ala te¬ 
rn on! that Frank Chance was the 
greatest ball player in the world, 
says Charles W. Murphy, presi¬ 
dent of the Chicago National League 
club.

First—Because he is. 

Second—Because his value to a team 
exceeds that of any other player. 

Third—He is the best base runner and 
base stealer. 

Fourth—He is the best first baseman, 
one of the most crucial portions In the 
game. 

Fifth—He Is a great catcher, a posi¬ 
tion more often crippled and giving 
trouble than any other on the team.

Let It be said that Constable 
John Smith, who acted as the repre 
seulatlve of the Local Law and Order 
League known as the C. I. U . and the 
supporters of the Amis law. that he per¬ 
formed his duty whether pleasant to him 
or otherwi*© in an exceptionally clever 
manner, and by his methods avoided the 
possibility of all trouble. 

The owners of Oaklawn Park are now 
In the position of the chess player-wult- 
Ing for the ether fellow U» make his 
move. That the first move of the sup¬ 
porters of the new law will be agalinu 
the restraining order under which the 
ring Is now free from molestation is of 
course patent, but just when its dissolu¬ 
tion will be asked for Is a question th it 
no one Is in a position to answer, least 
of all those who are Interested In the 
sport. It might come to pass that Judge 
Sumpter’s mandate will live until the ex¬

During the w«H*k Mr. Stuart announced 
that every effort would be made to con¬ 
duct the meeting to the close of the orig¬

LOUISVILLE WOMAN SUES 

FOR PERSONAL INJURIES. 


Miss MarthaSnead, of Louisville, by 
her attorneys. Alexander Dowling, New 
Albany, and B. F. Gardner. Louisville, 
instituted an action In the Floyd Cir¬ 
cuit Court at New Albany yesterday 
against the Louisville And Southern In¬ 
diana Traction Company to recover $5.- 
000 as damages for alleged personal In¬ 
juries. In her complaint the plaintiff al¬ 
leges that on July 2. 1906. while a pas¬ 
senger on the Highland division of the 
defendant company, the car Jumped the 
track on an embankment west of Fall¬ 
ing Run creek, near New Albany, and 
was precipitated to the bottom of a 
ravin©, a distance of twenty-five feet.

WHERE EELS COME FROM. 

[London Cable to tho Chicago Tribune ] 

Tho public just learns It does not know 
where cels are bred, but It perms the 
problem long has puzzled biologists Dan¬ 
ish marine investigators have completed 
researches proving that so far as the 
European eel population is concerned the 
creatures spawn at a depth of 550 fath¬ 
oms ln the Atlantic ocean, contiguous to 
the British Isles and southwest of Eu¬ 
rope. 

From Innumerable eggs there appear 
tiny larvae called leptoeophall. which ar? 
trans|>arent. Jelly-like, and flat, having 
something of the contour of a tailless 
herring. It is not known how long the 
eggs take to develop the leptecophali, but 
the latter occuy six months in transition 
to the familiar elvers, which are about 
two inches long. 

The elvers then migrate in countless 
swarms to the shores of Western Europe, 
traveling In columns sometimes several 
yards wide and miles long. Nothing stops 
their progress. If they encounter a ship 
they separate to the right and the left 
and rejoin in the vessel’s wake. 

They Invade every river and waterway 
along the coasts, ascending steadily land¬ 
ward. They even ascend small falls, pen¬ 
etrate streams, and wriggle over swamp 
grounds into ponds and ditches.

Herman ruled an 
odds-on favorite In the Bt. I»ui» race. 

“To me It looked better than a meal 
ticket before punches were Invented. 
Frank Harris trailed all the way. arid 
then got up in time to win by the sensitive 
quivering of his lower lip on the wire. 

“ T don't know whether I’d better buy 
a fcw r likely two-year-olds with this mon¬ 
ey,’ I smoked to myself, gazing at that 
combination ticket, ’or pick up two or 
three seasoned campaigners. I’ll sleep 
over It. anyhow.’ J 

“Herman, without gettlrfe a signal from 
tho outworks at any part of the cruise, 
finished ninth I could have blown out 
of that room with a $5,000 win If I had 
deposited by little $50 stack on Frank 
Harris when I'd first nudged Into the room 
and let the combination game go for the 
fat-heads. But I've been letting that kind 
of ticket sprint for the O’Shaugbnessy 
family ever since.

Picked the Whole Card. 

“Once I knew a young fellow who 
worked In a New York hardware store, 
who- one day picked the whole card on a 
•ticket that paid $3,000 to $10. You’d nat¬ 
urally suppose that a man winning one 
combination of that kind would flag the 
all-together stuff for the rest of hi* life.

••On t ) • following day In a poolroom, 
he sin d the whole bundlo on a two- 
horse combination, both horses to win. 
One of them was a Western horse that 
was chalked up at 4 to 5 and the other 
one was a pretty fairish sort of a racing 
tool then racing at Monmouth Park, culled 
I Hanover—maybe you’ve heard of Han¬ 
over yes? There are famous turfmen, 
vou know, and Just ones, who hold Han¬ 
over to have been the greatest thorough¬ 
bred that ever muzzled a lump or sugar 
from the slender whits hand of a lady.

“It wasn’t only a defeat for Hanover, 
It wns a disgrace.

"Scratches had reduced the last race to 
a field of tw*o by the time booking w*s 
due to begin on that final race, and one 
of the horses—the one the truck driver 
had picked—so far outclassed the otner 
that most of the book* held him out »n 
the betting and quit their stools, while 
some of the layers chnlked him up at 1 to 
20 . 

“Bv this time the bookmakers who h*»d 
laid $800 to $i against the truckman's 
picks were dripping a good deal at the 
forehead, and they got together and sum¬ 
moned the vannlgan and nsked him If h * 
cared to sell out at the rate of $&tK) each 
tor hi* pasteboards.

“The l-to-20 trick was a cranky devil, 
and ns soon as be got out on to the tra* ;.

for a full two miles before the boy c ull 
x«*t u hc»ld on him. and then, when th**w 
fared the ribbon, the crab beat the l-to-

“Language? You ought to ve heard 
these stung layera— or. rather, you 
oughtn’t to 've heard em! 

“I believe the biggest combination 
ticket that was ever scribbled In thi* 
country was written for Steve L Mora* 
medieii. the former manager of the East¬ 
ern track's, but now a high-gtiffer c\» e- 
where This was a three-horse ticket 
and it called for $10,000 for $5,000. 

“It wound up with a thing that hod 
been reduced to a match race ot the 
New Orleans tracks between Pres byle- 
rlan and Isabey. L’Hommedleu had the 
latter end of It and the proprietors of the 
Hot .Springs room In which the ticket 
was written had the shutters all ready to 
put up and screw Into place for good 
when the price came In with 1 to 3 
against isabey. „ 

“They didn’t often get out of line In 
those days, those Now* Orleans layers, 
on short-field things, and It looked from 
the price as If Isabey w'as already being 
cooled out and sniffing for n soft mash. 
The room people made overtures to 
L’Hommedleu on the spllt-the-purse ba¬ 
sis, but he was wearing the tall aigrette* 
then and he told thorn that he’d hang on 
and wait at hlz hotel for the furniture 
van. 

“That wns a heart disease calling off of 
a race, not only for ITITommedleu him¬ 
self, but for the large and panting gang 
of busted ones who were waiting around 
the room to mace him for getaway coin. 
To make it worse. It was such a close 
thing on the wire that the operator ln 
the room first called out that Presbyte¬ 
rian had copped, following this up with 
the ‘mistake yell a couple of seconds 
later and the announcement thot tho 
judges hod given the race to Isabey by 
an eyelash. 

"Then the hurry touchers got busy with 
L’Hommedleu. They fought for his ear 
like shark* for a lump of pork at the 
end of a line and Steve, feeling kind of 
easy and complaisant with himself, un¬ 
belted to all of them who handed him 
their narratives of grief. They were all 
chaps with whom he had been plugging 
along for years nt that, and before the 
key began to click again he hnd pussed 
them out sometnlng like $ 4 .ono. 

"When the key did begin to click again, 
’It’s lucky fur the No. 2 stuff at New Or¬ 
leans,' calmly announced the operator. 
’He’s disqualified. Boy on Hint found to 
be four pounds under w f e!gnt.* 

“A couple of years .nter. when L’Hom- 
rnedtet] was living In an apartment house 
on the South Side of Chicago. I saw 
that ticket hanging in a gilt frame in 
hi* den He was Just keeping It. f»»r a 
little token, that’s all. Bveiv time he 
felt like punching the Janitor or ki king 
th# cat. he told me he got the meanness 
out of his system by shaking hi* fist at 
that framed combination ticket and say¬ 
ing things to It that made him feel bel¬ 
ter.”

Gerst To Campaign the Largest Stable, 


Nashville Brewer-Turfman Has More Than One Hundred 
Horses In Actual Training. 


N ASHVILLE, Tenn.. March ^-[Spe¬ 
cial.]—“Who will campaign the 
largest stable on tho turf this 
year?’' was a question put to sev. 
eral prominent turfmen a few days ago 
at Cumberland Park by a lover the sport 
of kings. 

The query resulted in quite a lot of in¬ 
teresting talk. Schreiber. Keene, Whitney 
and various others were mentioned during 
tho confab, but those on the knowing side 
refused to concede that these men wouhl 
be represented by the largest number of 
equities. After hearing what each had to 
say on the subject one veteran of the turf, 
who had been sitting quietly by the big 
log tiro pufllng away at a pipe that appar¬ 
ently had been In use many years, broke 
his silence by saying: “Why, you don't 
have to go to New York or the Pacific 
coast, or anywhere else for that matter to 
And the man who’ll race the most horses. 
He is right here In Nashville. I refer to 
William Gerst, than whom there Is no bet¬ 
ter sportsman In the business.” 

When the name of the Nashville brewer 
had been brought Into the confab tho 
largest owner of horses In regular training 
was known, for there Is no question but 
that this big-hearted German tops the list 
in this respect. 

Determined to make good his statement 
the turfman who brought up Mr. Gerst’s 
name went to figuring, and It was but a 
few short minutes before he had made 
good. Hts figuring showed the following 
results: 

In actual training. 10C horses: number of 
trainers, five; number of stable boys, etc., 
fifty: stables racing at present, two. one 
of which Is campaigned in the name of 
Mr. Gerst’s son-ln-law, George Holle; in 
retirement, but being prepared for the 1 
summer season, one. 

This collection includes horses of all 
a^cs and represents only the runners. 
Were the trotters and pacers owned bv 
Mr. Gerst included the list would swell 
considerably, for he has a large number 
| erf light harness horses in charge of John 
Brown. 

i Sixty of the horses are two-year-olds, 
fifteen three-year-olds and the rest four, 
five and six-year-olds. 

Will McDaniel, the Kentuckian, brother 
of Henry McDaniel, is head trainer for 
Mr. Gerst, and Is in charge of the main 
stable, which Is quartered at the brewer’s 
Vine Hill farm near Cumberland Park. 
McDaniel superintends the preparing of 
tho young material each year. He breaks 
all tho yearlings, gives them thorough 
trials and then tho weeding out process 
begins. Ho selects from tho large crop 
what ho thinks the most promising and 
those go to the main stable. Tho others 
are then divided and placed in charge of 
his assistants and prepared for early rac¬ 
ing. 

The second division of the stable races 
George Holle’s colors, and Is In charge 
of Will Lewis, who. since taking charge, 
has been highly successful, developing 


| among others the unbeaten Juvenile Ally, 
i Mollle Montrose. This stable is always 
i In active campaign, racing on the Cana¬ 
dian circuit in the summer and at New 
Orleans during the cold months The third 
division, whicTi is also campaigned In the 
winter and which Is now at New Orleans, 
is In charge of Trainer Pierce, the for¬ 
mer steeplechase Jockey. This stable is 
known as tho steeplechase collection, be¬ 
ing composed mostly of jumpers. 

Not only is Mr. G« rst the owner of this 
vast collection of euulnes. which repre¬ 
sents thousands of dollars. but he now 
has a we.i-equipped breeding establish¬ 
ment. to say nothing of one of the very 
finest training quarters In the world. The 
main barn at Vine Hill Is within three 
furlongs of the main track at Cumber¬ 
land Park and only an eighth of a mile 
from the covered track. The stable has 
thirty-six 12x12 stalls, living rooms for 
the attendants-In fact, it possesses every 
known convenience. Near it Will Mc¬ 
Daniel has his cottage, which Includes 
baths, etc. There Is a line spring Ju*»t 
In front of the bam nnd a creek passes 
within 1W yards of the stable. 

Advert legislation to the sport has not 
In anyway hud a tendency to caus* a let¬ 
up to Mr. Gerst’s planB. He Is adding to 
his collection at all times and la a regu¬ 
lar buyer at the big sales. 

When one goes back to consider that 
the local turfman has been but a few 
years In the business his rise to promi¬ 
nence in remarkable. It was in the latter 
‘90s that he embarked In the thoroughbred 
game. It was six years ago when he 
won his first race with a mare called 
Madame Gerst. From this time on the 
stable has grown bv leaps until to-day 
the popular Nashvdlllsn Is at the top. 

Since fall Will McDaniel has bofcn a 
pretty busy man preparing the equines 
that will carry the red and white noops 
this year. Galloping his charges alone 
requires half a day. In hie list of two- 
vear-olds there ore many very promising 
ones, while tho older division Includes 
such good ones as Brancas. Lady Savoy 
and Zal. The latter Is now a three-year- 
old and gives much promise of developing 
into a high-class performer. Over winter 
he has grown and filled out wonderfully 
and good judges of horseflesh who have 
seen him say he will race with distinction 
before the year Is over. Lady Savoy, who 
last year did not race up to expectations, 
looks the picture of health. She has en¬ 
joyed freo life In a paddock most of the 
winter. Brancas is the same old rangy 
chestnut, possessing apparently all of his 
good qualities. 

Providing there Is no meeting here the 
stable will begin the campaign at Louis¬ 
ville, after which it will go to Cincinnati, 
then East, closing on the metropolitan 
tracks. 

Mr. Gerst never bets on his horses to 
any extent. He occasionally places JS or 
$10. He races for pleasure and the sport 
there Is fn It and whenever one of his 
equine* goes to the post he goes to win. 
for the brewer would rather see his colors 
pass first under the wire in a $300 race 
than to win H.000 In wagers. 

Such men as Mr. Gerst are needed on 
the turf, and it Is a great pity that there 
are not more. If there were, such a thing 
os adverse legislation to the sport or 
kings would have never been heard of.

W HT do Americans carry off 
tho principal honors at all in 
tomational contests! We very 

often hear this query among 
people interested in athletics and from 
many who are not followers of the game, 
who simply Inquire from a feeling of 
pride. 

The answer is this, says Maxey Long, 
the crack runner, is our system of train¬ 
ing. The coaches, trainers and athletes 
themselves have made a closer study of 
this than any of the foreigners. The 
English say we make more of a business 
of athletics than they do, but so far os 
my observation goes, with the exception 
| of their university athletics, it is quite 
the reverse. 

Tho French and Germans—well, they 
don’t know enough about track athletics 
to comment; and the Turks, with the 
possible exception of a few discus throw¬ 
ers, are living on past performances. 

Another reason of our national success 
is the careful work of our trainers and 
' coaches, most of whom are relics of "old 
| professional days,” who learned all they 
know by experience, and if stories they 
tell are true, theirs was no path of roses. 
But they certainly know what’s what, 
and get their charges in tip-top shape, 
owing to close individual study of tho 
men—that is. learning \o know each 
member of their team thoroughly, his 
characteristics, personality and tempera¬ 
ment. 

Some men require much Jollying, others 
have to be driven, still others, if they had 
their way. wouJd do altogether too much 
work. It is easily seen that in order for 
a coach to be successful, he certainly has 
his work cut out for him. 

Tho fundamental principles of training 
! are: First, plenty of sleep; second, a 
careful diet, total abstinence from tobacco 
and all alcoholic beverages, and. third, 
good, conscientious work on the part of 
the athJqte In his respective event. If 
a beginner, the best thing to do is to 
loin a club where proper Instructions can 
be had. 

It would be useless to make any hard 
and fast rule covering training In gener¬ 
al, for the work that would be sufficient 
for one man would he too much for an¬ 
other. Almost all beginners who have & 
desire to become athletes start out with 
the Idea of being sprinters. To run 100 
yards appears to be. the height of their 
amtodtion, and it ummlly develops later 
that they’have been wasting time, as they 
find that they are better suited for a dif¬ 
ferent ©vent. The novice has Ideas of 
training, as a rule, which are very crude. 

For instance, we will run so many hard 
races ©very day against time that In a 


few weeks' tCmo he finds he is not run¬ 
ning as fast as we was when he started, 
and during this time he worries so about 
doLng insufficient work that when a 
stormy day comes ho must get out and 
work in the rain, defying colds, “Charley 
Horse'* and such, in him wild desire to 
get in shape. 

Of course this is. a great error. If he 
had had the advice of a competent train¬ 
er he would -havo been started In tho 
event for which hq was best suited, and 
hJs youthful desire for overwork would 
have been kept under proper restraint. A 
large number of athletes are engaged in 
business during the day. and consequent¬ 
ly are obliged to do their training at odd 
times. This makes hard work of it until 
they got in shape: then, of course, it Js 
much easier. Men who succeed under 
these trying circumstances are truly to 
be congratulated. 

I have noticed that preparatory' to send¬ 
ing a representative team to compete at 
an International meeting the custom has 
been, wherever possible, to secure tho 
best athletes to be had in their specialties 
and of either chooaing a trainer or a 
manager, as the case may be, to look 
after their welfare. 

As a rule, a majority of the members 
of the team are entire strangers to the 
trainer, and as the time for the contest 
Is usually short, It is almost Impossible 
for him to become familiar with his 
charges, consequently he allows them 
considerably more freedom than he would 
under ordinary conditions. By freefiom. 1 
mean that he allows each man to do the 
work most beneficial to his particular 
event, as these men in all probability 
have had several years* experience and 
know better what is suited to them than 
any trainer, no matter how good. Of 
course, it is necessary to have some one 
to supervise and maintain discipline. 

Usually men chosen for such an Im¬ 
portant contest consider It so much of 
an honor that they are easily handled, 
wlthlng for their own sake, as well as 
for the team at large, to be at their best 
on the eventful day of the contest. Them 
are exceptions, however. Men who cannot 
see where they will get a place in any 
of the ©vents, and are therefore bent on 
having a good time, as the trip costs them 
nothing, are able to see much of the 
world In this manner. These cases are 
very few, however, and do not reflect 
credit on any team. 

The majority of foreign athletic clubs 
will not go to the expense of hiring com¬ 
petent trainers. They depend largely on 
their own athletes or professional run¬ 
ners, who. training on the club grounds, 
am willing occasionally to lend a help¬ 
ing hand to tho aspiring amateurs. This 
erratic, instruction does not develop the 
splendid athletes that are brought out 
each year by arueh noted trainers as Mike 
Murphy. Johnnl© Mack. Walter Christie, 
John Graham, Ernie HJcrtber and a host 
of others.
